Six submarines, built at Quincy, Mass., for Great 
Britain and recently turned over to the Chilean govern- 
ment in part payment for a warship commandeered by 
the British government while under construction at the 
outbreak of the war, were commissioned at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard on July 3. The vessels had been in- 
terned there, and the transfer of ownership was made 
with the approval of the authorities at Washington, 
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THREE MONTHS OF WAR. 


In the three months that have elapsed since Congress 
declared “that the state of war between the United States 
and the Imperial German Government, which has been 
thrust upon the United States, is hereby formally de- 
elared” our country has made strides toward an ef- 
fective prosecution of its fifth war against a foreign 
nation such as it never has equalled in its history. ‘The 
achievements of our Military Establishment within those 
three months not only have been enormous but have 
worked forward with a smoothness and an absence of 
scandal that have no parallel in our history of warfare. 
In material accomplishments we have set up a record 
before the world of which we may well be proud. And 
in our spiritual attitude toward the great task we share 
with our Allies in this great war for democracy we 
have achieved a solidarity the prevailing note of which is 
a gravity like that of a strong man’s on the day of 
achievement of some long sought-for end. To those who 
argue that war can bring no good but only evil to the 
world these three momentous months in the history of 
the United States must serve as an object lesson to the 
contrary. For it is from the war in Europe, of which 
we were spectators for two years and nine months, that 
we have learned most of the lessons that have carried us 
thus far along war’s pathway. From Europe we have 
learned the vital lesson of the weakness of democracy in 
time of war’s beginnings and of the necessity for uniting 
in adopting a course which will enable us to overcome 
that weakness. From Burope we haye learned of the 
magnitude of the task before us, something of its cost 


in griefs and costs, and the necessity for preparing for - 


many sacrifices of personal desires. These things have 
we learned for our benefit as a nation and for ovr soul’s 
good as individuals. Of the fact that we are already bet- 
ter Americans from our entry into war there can be no 
question. 

The great outstanding fact of these three months of 
war is that our military and naval operations have been 
conducted solely by Army and Navy officers with never a 
“political general’ showing his head above the horizon. 
Between the people and the work of the Navy there has 
been drawn, of military necessity, a screen of secrecy 
more effective than anything we have ever known before 
and which redounds to the highest credit of the press 
of the country. When that screen has been lifted now 
and again we have seen our fleets of destroyers operating 
in British and French waters, we have learned of another 
fleet being in the South Atlantic on patrol duty, we 
have learned of hundreds of merchantmen armed and 
manned by Navy guns and gunners fighting U-boats and 
losing their lives in that arduous duty, and finally we 
have learned of the Navy’s superb achievement in con- 
voying to France the greatest body of troops. we ever 
sent to foreign soil in one expedition without the loss of 
@ man. Our Navy’s personnel has almost doubled in that 
time, so that now we have over 129,000 men in the 
Navy, while in the Marine Corps we have 29,361 as 
against the 13,266 on April 6, the day the state of war 
was declared. The auxiliary patrol fieet manned by 
the Fleet Naval Reserve is gradually assuming the form 


of a really effective body of young men who are learn- 
ing Navy traditions more rapidly than would have been 
thought possible six months ago. In addition to its 
herculean task of training the great influx of recruits 
to the Regular Service, the officers of the Navy have 
taken on their shoulders the added burden of training 
thousands of young men to be officers and crews of the 
great fleet of merchantmen that the Government is build- 
ing as a part of the Allies’ strategical plan to conquer the 
U-boats. 

Even greater than this has been the Army’s achieve- 
ment owing to the signal change that has come to the 
Nation’s policy regarding a large army since the entry 
of the United States into the war. For on the Army has 
devolved the task of increasing the Regulars up to 
the war strength set by the National Defense Act and 
putting that arm on a war footing, while it has also 
had to face and carry through the many problems pre- 
sented by training the National Guard for duty overseas, 
preparing the plans for the first Selective Draft regis- 
tration and seeing they were carried out, the plans for 
the working of the draft itself, and for housing, provision- 
ing and equipping the 500,000 men that are to be in 
cantonments some time after the first of September. 
Coincident with this the Army has had to perform the 
hitherto unheard-of task of conducting sixteen training 
schools for the making of officers and of three camps for the 
training of officers of the Medical Reserve Corps. Under- 
officered as every corps is in the Service they have had 
not only to struggle along with the routine of the Service, 


but also to handle the problems of this enormous expan-' 


sion of the Regulars, the National Guard, and the Na- 
tional Army that is in the making. And with all this the 
Army has sent to France General Pershing and his staff, 
General Sibert and his expeditionary force; has taken 
over completely the conduct of six of the British base 
hospitals; has sent Army surgeons up to the firing lines 
behind the Messines ridge; has landed its first unit of 
woodsmen in England fully equipped with sawmills and 
other tools, and has at least one unit of aviators on 
British soil. And nowhere at home has the routine of 
Army life been allowed to drop below its accustomed ef- 
ficiency, although the Army has had to handle the addi- 
tional task since May 1 of creating two new departments 
and providing them with headquarters staffs. 

Criticism and fault-finding have entered, like rumor 
“painted with a thousand tongues,” but they have pretty 
well disappeared since, in common decency, these elements 
have had to acknowledge the Army and Navy officers 
have carried out their allotted tasks efficiently and well. 
Europe has rung with praise of our men abroad, and 
our enemy, by the tone of his abusive language, is awak- 
ening to the fact that we are a foe to be reckoned with 
in the field instead of being merely a race of dollar 
hunters. On the civil side of what has been done in 
these three months there is another admirable tale of 
high achievement. Through the Council of National 
Defense and its Advisory Commission the matter of the 
purchase of supplies (fruitful source of scandals in the 
past) has been worked out in a manner hitherto unknown 
in the history of the wars of the United States. Through 
these bodies the railroads have been brought into a rela- 
tion with the Government more close and practical than 
most of us would ever have thought possible. War has 
brought about economies in railroad operation that were 
frankly declared impossible a year ago. Manufacturing 
plants have also been brought into really effective co- 
operation with the Government and it would appear that 
the problem of supplying a great air armada is also to be 
brought about through this agency. 

Three months of war under the operation of the U.S. 
Shipping Board bids fair to put the United States once 
more among the great shipping powers of the world. We 
have not only added fourteen of the seized German and 
Austrian ships to our Navy, but have put the remaining 
eighty-seven ships of those countries, that were seized at 
the outbreak of the war, under the control of the Ship- 
ping Board, adding an excess of 500,000 tons to the 
merchant marine flying the American flag. Under the di- 
rection of General Goethals the Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion has given out contracts for seventy-two hulls, thirty- 
eight complete’ steel ships, thirty-four complete wooden 
ships and thirty-two composite ships with a total of about 
813,000 tons of shipping. It is a minor miracleof what 
has been done in this line in the United States in wartime 
to state that a goodly portion of the wood that is to go 
into these wooden ships was offered to the Government at 
five dollars a thousand feet below the price agreed upon 
originally by the lumber dealers and the lumber committee 
of the Council of National Defense. To aid the work of 
the Shipping Board the Department of Commerce has 
opened seven schools for watch officers of the new fleet 
of merchantmen the board is building, with five more to 
be established within another week. Six engineer schools 
to train men for the same fleet also have been opened, in 
Boston, Hoboken, Cleveland, Chicago, New Orleans and 
Seattle. 

Another phenomenon of this three months of war is 
the unification of the. people in the matter of conserving 
food under the general direction of Herbert C. Hoover, 
the Food Controller. No such position was ever dreamed 
of in our scheme of government. No such nationwide plan 
of operation toward one end was ever thought of as a tan- 
gible achievement of the people of the United States who 
bore the reputation of being the most wasteful of any na- 
tion under the sun. It is not the least of the signs of the 
regeneration of the American people under the stress of 
war that up and down this great land of ours on the first 
Sunday in July the people should have listened to clergy- 
men of all creeds and denominations preaching self-de- 


nial at the request of Mr. Hoover. As we have said, 
we have gone far in these three months; and the best. 
of it is we have gone that way in the spirit of Theodosia 
Garrison’s poem “April 2rd :” 


“Our colors flame upon the topmost mast,— 

We lift the glove so arrogantly cast, 

And in the much-abused, high name of God 
We speak at last.”

SHOES FOR THE ARMY. 


Awards for 2,175,000 pairs of shoes for the Army 
have just been made by the Quartermaster Corps, at an 
average price of $4.73 a pair. Deliveries of these shoes 
will begin immediately and will be completed before 
Dec. 31 of the present year. The awards were made to 
twenty-one manufacturers after sealed bids from fifty- 
nine had been opened. The awards include 950,000 pairs 
of marching shoes and 1,225,000 pairs of field shoes. 
“Prices secured for the Government were very satisfac- 
tory,” the Committee on Supplies announced on’ July 
10. “They were slightly lower than on the opening 
awards of May 29.” ‘This satisfactory price was due to 
the “pegging” of an adequate supply of leather and 
other materials which had been arranged for the manu- 
facturers by the committee of shoe and leather indus- 
tries of the council. “Had these arrangements not been 
made,” a manufacturer said, “the manufacturers would 
have been forced to go into the open market and bid 
against each other for materials, and the leather market, 
which is already high, would undoubtedly have advanced’ 
again.” This, it was explained, would have resulted in 
an increased cost to the Government for shoes and in. 
increased cost to all civilians. The awards were made 
to the following firms: T. D. Barry Co., Brockton, 
Mass.; A. J. Bates Co., Webster, Mass.; Brown Shoe 
Co., St. Louis, Mo.; Churchill and Alden Co., Brockton, 
Mass.; B. A. Corbin and Son Co., Webster, Mass. ;

The Army of the United States is to repair its own 
shoes, and for this purpose the several department com- 
manders of the Army have been ordered by the War De- 
partment te cause requisitions to be submitted for one 
Crowe Nailer, No. 7, or similar machine for half-soling 
shoes, at the rate of one machine per regiment of I[n- 
fantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, and Engineers of the 
Regular Army, and National Guard when called or 
drafted into the service of the United States; and on 
the same basis for Coast Artillery troops under orders 
for field service. Three cobblers are authorized as an 
addition to the enlisted strength of each supply com- 
pany of Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery, and to 
each regimental headquarters company of Engineers, to 
make repairs with the machine at government expense 
of all enlisted men’s shoes.

The Secretary of the Navy has recommended to Cones 
gress the appropriation of $45,000,000 for naval aero- 
nautics, in addition to the amounts already made avail- 
able. Discussing the need of this appropriation, Secre- 
tary Daniels said: “The value of aircraft has been 
abundantly demonstrated in the present war, and the 
Navy is making efforts to build up an air force of suf- 
ficient size to operate as scouts from naval vessels, to 
patrol the waters off the extensive coasts of the United 
States and our insular possessions, and also to co- 
operate with naval forces abroad in anti-submarine war 
fare. The $45,000,000 recommended will be required to 
maintain and expand the existing schools and stations, 
to establish new stations and training schools and to 
purchase the necessary aircraft—seaplanes, dirigibles 
and kite balloons—for use on the high seas and from 
coastal stations at home and in co-operation with our 
allies. *Ihe additional personnel required for the opera- 
tion of the naval aircraft is being enrolled in the Naval 
Reserve Flying Corps. Applications continue to be re 
ceived in large numbers, and the successful candidates 
are being taken into the Service as rapidly as possible.”

In a semi-official statement issued on July 2 in Berlin 
that discusses the British attack on Lens, it is stated that 
“French national property worth millions has been de- 
stroyed by the English.” This characteristic involved 
method of Teutonic reasoning is one that the Germans 
evolved about the time they had to make their wide re- 
tirement back to the ‘Hindenburg line’. and is obviously 
designed to stir up trouble between the French and Eng- 
lish. If the Germans are really concerned over the safety 
of “national property” in France and Belgium they can 
relieve their tender consciences by retiring to their “pre- 
viously prepared positions” behind the Rhine, and Great 
Britain will assure them no more national property in 
either France or Belgium will be destroyed. The regu- 
larity with which the German gunners bombarded Rheims 
Cathedral shows how consistent the Teutonic mind is in 
the matter of conserving the national property of her 
enemies. 
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By a decision of Secretary Baker made on June 28, 
hereafter Army and Navy officers are first to pass on rul- 
ings regarding matter to be issued by the Committee on 
Public Information before it is made public. This, 
it is believed; will put a stop to such errors as took 
place on June 27 when news of the arrival of the Amer- 
ican troops in nce was given out by the Committee 
on Public Information—after some -unnamed official in 
the War Department said this might be done. A short 
time later, Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Acting Chief 
of Staff, ruled that the dispatch must not be printed, 
but in the meantime the news had gone out over the 
wires. The attack on the U.S. transports and their con- 
voy at a point to the westward of where German sub- 
marines might have been expected was taken as an 
indication that the German spy system in this country 
was working more efficiently than is well for the safety 
of our troops. The gravity of this danger made Secretary 
Baker take the extraordinary action on the night of 
July 4 of having all news dispatches from abroad con- 
cerning American military or naval affairs sent to the 
War Department and examined by the Army’s censors 
before allowing them to be delivered. ; 
ovt in Washington that the news of the arrival of the 
first contingents of American troops on June 27 was 
a. virtual notice to Germany that all of our ships had 
not reached France ,and left the way open for the 
enemy to send its submarines after the supply ships 
bringing up the rear. Secretary Baker announced, how- 
ever, that it was not likely this arrangement would 
be in effect for long. Another development of this 
situation was that Comdr. Arthur B. Hoff, U.S.N., who 
has been in charge of the cable censorship in New 
York city since May 5. went to Washington on July 3 
and on the national holiday had a conference’ with Mr. 
Creel, the subject of which was not made public. Secre- 
“tary Baker revoked his order of July 4, regarding news- 
paper dispatches on the following day, “the emergency 
having passed.”

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The cantonment selected for the training of 40,000 
soldiers at Wrightstown, N.J., is very fortunately situ- 
ated in a fine, healthy, rolling country. The camp site 
of 4,200 acres is located on the highest ground in cen- 
tral or southern New Jersey. with a maximum altitude 
of 175 feet above the level of the sea. It is in the cen- 
ter of a farming and dairy district, and nearby is a 
lake of some twenty actes which is fed by clear spring 
water. The soil is considered exceedingly good for 
drainage. The railroad from Wrightstown to Trenton 
is being double tracked and the necessary spurs are 
being put in in order to allow for the adequate trans- 
portation of men and supplies. ‘Major Harry C. Wil- 
liams, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A.. and his assistants are busy 
in the work of construction of buildings, etc. There 
will be a rifle range established at the camp, and this 
will embrace a strip of land four miles ‘ong and a mile 
wide. The barracks which will house the men selected 
for service will be erected in two rows, forming a 
rectangle which will be nearly two miles long.  Be- 
tween the two rows will be a space of 1,000 feet. form- 
ing a parade ground which will be used for drill pur- 


poses. Fire breaks will be provided between the vari- 
ous groups of buildings, designed to prevent a con- 
flagration. Each of the barracks will be complete in, 


itself, containing kitchen, dining room, lavatory, shower 
bath, and constructed in accordance with standard 
specifications. Officers’ quarters will be constructed in 
groups, so arranged that all officers of the line will be 
housed in the immediate vicinity of their commands. 
The settlement comprising the quarters of officers and 
men will be a half mile wide, running approximately 
through the. center of the cantonment. The _ buildings 
will be lightéd by electricity. 
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An officer of the Army calls attention to another in- 
stance of what seems very. arbitrary action taken by 
some insurance companies in the matter of war liability 
insurance. He received from his insurance agent a rider 
to be attached to his accident liability policy, which 
would cancel the policy in the event that he embarked 
on shipboard for séa transportation while in -Govern- 
ment seryice, during the present war. About ten days 
later he received from the insurance company ‘a notice 
that’ his policy ‘had been cancelled and a check for pro 
rata return of his.premium. In ‘an indignant letter to 
the insurance company he wrote, on June 25; “I have 
this date received your communication dated June 9, en- 
closing check and advising’ me that my accident policy 
had been cancelled on‘June 14. In other words, I have 
net been covered by this policy for eleven days. This, 
withont my knowledge and through no fault of mine. 
I received the two riders in the early part of June, and 
the- duplicate was signed by me and mailed to you on 
the date received. No mention was made in your letter 
that my policy would be cancelled if the rider was not 
returned to you before a certain date or that it would 
be cancelled at any date without first notifying me. 
consider your methods of doing business most unfair to 
your patrons.”

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Twenty-three airplanes under Capt. Roy S. Brown, 
U.S.A., flew from the aviation field at Ashburn, iL, 
to Rantoul, Ill., in one hour and’ thirty-five minutes, 
the distance being about 135 miles. The trip was made 
without accident. One plane landed twelve miles from 
Rantoul for gasoline, but arose with little delay. The 
Ashburn camp was abandoned because the Govern- 
ment was unable to obtain additional land needed with- 
out paying what is considered too high a ‘price.

The wonderful development of the explosives manu- 
facturing industry in the United States during the last 
four years is shown in a report just issued by the Bu- 
reau of Mines, Department of the Interior. In the year 
1913, which was a normal year, the exports reached 
$5,521,077. The following year, in which the European 
war started, the exports reached $10,037,587; in 1915, 
$188,969,895 ; and in 1916, when the entire industry had 
been thoroughly organized, the total was $717,144,649. 
The total production of explosives in the United States 
during 1916, exclusive of exports, was 252,708 tons, an 
increase of 22,000 tons over the previous year. The 
amount of so-called permissible explosives, those that 
have passed severe tests of the Bureau of Mines, and 
which are used in dangerous mines because of their de- 
gree of safety, was 26,566,521 pounds, an increase of 
5,000,000 pounds as compared with 1915. The pro- 
duction for 1916 is segregated as follows: ack

powder, 215,575,025: pounds; “high” explosives ‘other 
than permissible explosives, 255,154,787 pounds; and 
permissible explosives, 34,685,240: pounds. -These figures

Section 7 of the Act of Congress, approved May 18, 
1917, provides that: “All enlistments including those in 
the Regular Army Reserve, which are in force on the 
date of the approval of this act and which would ter- 
minate during the emergency shall continue in force 
during the emergency. * * *” “The War Depart- 
ment in this connection says: “Enlisted men may be 
discharged and re-enlisted when the emergency is over, 
as indicated in the law quoted above. An enlisted man 
enlisted prior to Nov. 1, 1916, under the provisions of 
the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, and held to service, will, upon 
entering upon the fifth year of his enlistment, enter 
upon his next succeeding enlistment period. A soldier 
enlisted on or after Nov. 1, 1916, urder the provisions 
of the Act of June 3, 1916, and held to service, will, 
upon entering the fourth year of his enlistment, enter 
upon his next succeeding enlistment period. Section IL, 
G.O. No. 33, War Dept., March 3, 1917, prescribes the 
allowance to be credited enlisted men who remain with 
their organizations to complete their enlistment. They 
are not entitled to an additional initial clothing allow- 
ance.” 
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The War Department wants all colleges in the 
United States to conduct courses in military training 
next year. Officials want colleges which had such courses 
last year to continue them and they would appreciate 
it if other colleges would establish courses. The offi- 
cials realize that it probably will be impossible early 
in the fall to assign even retired officers to the various 
schools. Because of this, they are urging the: faculty 
to secure the services of men who have military knowl- 
edge but who are not _in the Regular Service or on 
the retired list. The Department believes that it will 
be possible to send only a few retired .officers to edu- 
cational institutions when the colleges open in the fall, 
but they think that retired officers will be available 
by early winter. Consequently, the desire that the 
schools continue their courses from the first of the ses- 
sion. Invalid officers back from the front will be sent 
to the schools. as will Canadian and French officers 
back from France. 


Brig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., who has been in 
temporary command of the Southern Department since 
Major Gen. John J. Pershing was relieved in order to 
go to France to command the expeditionary foree, has 
been formally designated as commander of the South- 
ern Department, by the Secretary of War. General 
Parker is the second senior brigadier general of the line, 
and is among our most able officers. His headquar- 
ters are at San Antonio, Texas, and Brig. Gens. Sam- 
uel D. Sturgis and Augustus P. Blocksom, U.S.A., have 
been ordered to report to General Parker for assign- 
ment to duty. General: Parker would be a most valu- 
able officer to head a division of National Guard troops 
for the fighting line, and many of his friends among the 
officers of the National Guard express the hope that 
he may get such a command.

The attempt by Boston Socialists and extreme radi- 
cals to parade to Boston Common and there to hold 
an anti-war meeting’ on July 1 started a riot that 
involved some 20,000 persons, including some unorgan- 
ized men of he Army and Navy and National Guard, 
and was finally put down by Naval. Reserves from the 
Commonwealth Pier. The Reserves appeared with fixed 
bayonets and used excellent judgment. The paraders’ 
ranks had been shattered, their flags and banners torn 
from their hands; their meeting was shut off by the 
police; the Socialist headquarters at 14 Park square 
was wrecked, and several persons “suffered minor in- 
juries. 
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In connection with the giving of temporary commis- 
sions to 496 chief warrant officers of the Navy for the 
duration‘ of ‘the war, announced last week, Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels said: “I hope that when the war is 
over Congress will accede to my recommendation that 
the regulations governing permanent commissions be 
amended to permit retention in the commission grades 
of all of these men who prove their capability. I have 
no doubt a large percentage of them will meet this test, 
for they are all experienced-men who have demonstrated 
high intelligence and ability.”

Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff, U.S.A, 
with other members of the American mission to Rus- 
sia, arrived at Jassy, Roumania, on July 6 from the 
Russian front. The Americans were welcomed formall 
at the House of Parliament, where addresses of wel- 
come were delivered by Premier Bratiano and other 
Cabinet Ministers. In reply General Scott said he had 
received reports concerning the needs of the Roumanian 
army and that his mission would use ‘all possible energy 
in order to see that these needs were satisfied. 
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The Navy Department announced on July 9 the ac- 
quisition of a submarine and ‘aviation base at Port 
Angeles Harbor, Wash. The tract, formerly part of a 
lighthouse reservation, was taken over through execu- 
tive order, but it is expected the transfer will be made 
permanent by Congress. The tract is a part of the 
lighthouse reservation on Ediz Hook Spit and lies be-

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The total number of enlisted men in the U.S. Navy 
on July 7 was 129,152. The strength of the Marine 
Corps on the same day, commissioned and enlisted, was 
29,361. Reports to The Adjutant General’s office show 
that enlistments for the Regular Army July 7 and 8 
amounted to 1,183, making a total of 140,589 accepted 
enlistments since April 1, 1917.

DRAFT - PROCLAMATION TO STATE TROOPS. 


President Wilson on July 9 issued a. proclamation 
drafting the state troops into the Army of the United 
States on Aug. 5,-1917. Prior to the application of the 
draft, regiments in the northern and eastern sections 
of the country are called into the Federal service as 
National Guardsmen in two increments, to be mobilized 
on July 15 and 25. The-proclamation also specifically 
declares that the men drafted on Aug. 5 shall stand dis- 
charged from the Militia on that date. This avoids 
the constitutional restraint upon use of Militia outside 
the country and makes it possible to send the former 
state regiments to the European front. The National 
Guard units that are already in the Federal service it 
is expected will be mobilized with the other troops 
from their states. The President’s proclamation follows: 

“Whereas, the United States of America and the Im- 
perial German Government are now at war, and having 
in view the consequent danger of aggression_by a for- 
eign enemy upon the territory of the United States and 
the necessity for proper protection against possible. in- 
terference with the execution of the laws of the Union 
by agents of the enemy, I, Woodrow Wilson, President 
of the United States, by virtue of the authority vested 
in me by the Constitution and the laws of the United 
States and through the Governors of the respective 
states, 

“(I.) Call into the service of the United States as 
of and from the dates hereinafter respectively indicated 
all members of the National Guard and all enlisted 
members of the National Guard Reserve of the, fol- 
lowing states who are not now in the service of. the 
United States, except members of the staff corps and 
departments not included in the personnel of tactical or- 
ganizations, and. except such officers of the National 
Guard as have been or may be specifically notified. by 
my authority that they will not be affected by this 
call, to wit: 

“On July 15, 1917, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, and Nebraska. 


“On July 25, 1917, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 


Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, District of Columbia, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Tlli- 
nois, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington, and 
Oregon. 

“The members of the National Guard of the various 
states affected by this call will be concentrated at such 
places as may be designated by the War Department. 


ALL PUT IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 

“(II.) And.under the authority conferred upon me 
by Clause 2 of Section 1 of the Act of Congress ‘to au- 
thorize the President to increase temporarily the Mili- 
tary Establishment of the United States’ approved May 
18, 1917, I do hereby draft into the military Service of 
the United States as of and from the fifth day of An- 
gust, 1917, all members of the National. Guard and 
all enlisted members of the National Guard Reserve of 
the following states, except members of staff corps and 
departments not included in the personnel of tactical 
organizations and. except such other officers of. the Na- 
tional Guard as have been or may be especially notified 
by my authority that they will not be drafted, to wit: 

“New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, North . Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska,.Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island,. Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, District of Columbia, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Illi- 
nois, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington, Oregon, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Miss- 
issippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Texas, . Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah 
and California. . 4 

“(TTI.) All persons hereby drafted shall: on. and 
from the 5th day of August, 1917, stand discharged, from 
the Militia, and, under the terms of Section 2 of the 
Act of May 18, 1917, be subject to the laws and regu- 
lations governing the Regular Army, except as to pro- 
motions; so far as:such laws and regulations.-are ;ap- 
plicable: to. persons. whose. permanent:retention in. the 
military Service on the active or retired list is not eon- 
templated by law. ~ ‘ et , f- 

“(IV.) ‘The members - of - each -.company, battalion, 
regiment, brigade, division or other organizations.-of the 
National Guard hereby drafted into the military Service 
of the United States are embodied in organizations cor- 
responding to those of the Regular Army. The officers 
not above the. rank of- colonels of said organizations: ef 
the National Guard-who are drafted and whose ‘offices 
are provided for. in like- organizations of ‘the Regular 
Army are hereby appointed officers of the Army ‘of the 
United States in the arm, staff corps or department; and 
in the grades in which they now hold commissions as 
officers of the National Guard, such appointments to be 
effective subject to acceptance, on and from the.5th day 
of August, 1917, and each of them subject to such ac 
ceptance is hereby assigned as of said date to the or- 
ganization in the Army of the United States composed 
of those who were members of the organization of the 
National Guard in which at the time of the draft he 
held a commission. 

“The non-commissioned officers of the organizations 
of the National Guard, the members of which are hereby 
drafted are hereby appointed non-commissioned officers 
in their present grade in the organizations of the Army 
composed of said members, and shall in each case have 
the same relative rank as heretofore; and all other en- 
listed men are hereby confirmed in the Army of the 
United States in the grades and ratings held by them in 
the National Guard in all cases where such grades and 
rating correspond to grades and rating provided for in 
like organizations of the Regular Army, all such ap- 
pointments of non-commissioned officers and confirma- 
tions of other enlisted men in their grades to be without 
prejudice to the authority of subordinate commanders in 
respect of promotions, reductions and changes in en- 
listed personnel. : 

“(V.) Each organization of the military force hereby 
created will, until further orders, bear the same name 
and designation as the former organization of the Na- 
tional Guard of whose members it is composed. 

“(VI.) All necessary orders for combining the or- 
ganizations created by embodying therein members of 
the National Guard and National Guard Reserve hereby 
drafted into the military Service of the United States 
into complete tactical units will be issued by the War 
Department.”

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The Greek government severed diplomatic relations

of the world against the two Central Powers with whom 
Greece’s hereditary enemies were allied. 
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ATTACKS BY SEA AND AIR. 


That a combined attack from the air and sea, such as 
we suggested June 30, might succeed against the German 
base at Zeebrugge has been the opinion of a number of 
British navy officers. The officers of this school have in- 
sisted that a determired effort should be made, not only to 
destroy the base, but to gain possession of it. They admit 
the losses might be heavy in driving home the attack, but 
declare the possible success of such an offensive in great 
foree is worth the risk of losses. Such an expedition, 
however, should only be undertaken after full considera- 
tion of the plans by military and naval experts. Those 
who have been Opposing a strong naval and military at- 
tack on Zeebrugge hold-to the opinion that the coast has 
been so heavily mined by the Germans, and so heavily 
fortified as to make near approach for effective shelling 
and land operations well-nigh impossible. It is also 
pointed out that many attacking ships might prove vic- 
tims for submarines and for the hidden shore batteries 
that have the zones carefully plotted and could deliver 
accurate fire. Despite the gloomy views, however, there 
are not a few British officers who believe such an attack 
in great force should be made, and are only awaiting 
the word to make it. 

Referring to the evacuation of Ostend harbor, as a 
naval base by the Germans, after repeated bombardment 
from the sea and air by the British, the Army and Navy 
Gazette of London, of June 16, says: “The Germans 
in the coast ports of Belgium must always feel that their 
hold is a precarious one, and that any sudden advance of 
the British army into Flanders might make their retreat 
exceedingly difficult. What has happened at Ostend will 
most certainly happen at Zeebrugge as soon as the condi- 
tions are favorable for combined operation against the 
enemy on land as well as by sea and air. In the mean- 
time. the Royal Naval airmen appear to be continuing 
their bombardments of the military centers in this the- 
ater of the war.” 

One of the best possible illustrations of the advan- 
tages to be gained by following out the tactical plan 
of those who believe in. attacking the German bases on 
the North Sea as a means of reducing the submarine 
campaign and driving the Germans cut of Belgium, is 
to be found in the case of Ostend. It will be remem- 
bered that on June 5 a bombardment of that base was 
carried out by the British from the sea and _photo- 
graphs taken from the air on the following day re- 
vealed the fact that the majority of the workshops in 
the dockyard were either seriously damaged or totally 
destroyed. The British Vice Admiral in command at 
Dover reported on June 9 that a second aerial re- 
connaissance over Ostend skowed that all large shipping 
had been removed from the harbor and that the har- 
bor presented “a deserted appearance.” i 

That German strategists have had reason to look into 
the probability of a tremendous Allied naval offensive is 
indicated by an article contributed to the Berlin Tage- 
blatt (issue of June 5) by Captain Persius, the well- 
known naval writer. He said, in part: 

“Do the rumors of an impending offensive at sea rest 
upon facts? Beyond doubt the recognition has lately 
gained ground among our enemies that the silent work 
of the fleet is not capable of disposing of the submarine 
peril. It is true that individual opinions have been heard 
expressing the hope that the submarines can be prevented 
from attacking by the multiplication and improvement 
of means of defense, and protesting against the view that 
success could be achieved with the battleship fleets. But 
people generally expect little from the combating of the 
submarine danger by destroyers and other means of de- 
fense and by the substitution of faster, new ships for 
the merchant ships which have been sunk, and it is urged 
more and more strongly that the fleet should turn against 
the submarine bases in «rder to grip the trouble at the 
root. 
“An attack upon the German bases in the North Sea 
would have to be preceded by a battle with our High 
Sea fleet. Are they willing to expose themselves afresh 
to the terrible danger—to use the language of the Eng- 
lish Admiral Morsby? The guns on Helgoland, which in 
all probability would take part in the battle. will prove 
themselves by no means less effective than the guns on 
the coast of Flanders. They would be aided by destroy- 
ers, submarines, mines, etc. In short, an offensive by the 
Entente fleets with the object of destroying our war har- 
bors would represent an enormous risk. Will it be un- 
dertaken? Who would like to answer the question to-day ? 
Those who have played the prophet in this war have 
often regretted it. But it may be remarked that all for- 
mer announcements of plans of attack by our enemies 
have proved erroneous. We need only remember the ve- 
peated rumors of an Anglo-Russian offensive in the Bal- 
tic.” 
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TRAINING THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Southeastern Department, in Instruction Bulletin No. 1, 
dated Charleston, S.C., June 22, 1917, says: 

1. The duties performed by the National Guard of 
the Southeastern Department, in guarding public and 
private utilities, have been such as to develop among 
company, platoon, and squad commanders a_ consider- 
able degree of self-reliance, and to form the habit of com- 
mand. There can be no doubt, however, that this duty 
has resulted in a loss of cohesion in these organizations, 
which have been scattered in many detachments, and that 
the discipline and equipment has deteriorated to some 
degree. As soon as organizations are assembled, there- 
fore, the first effort of all officers and non-commissioned 
officers should be to develop, with the least possible de- 
lay, as perfect a state of discipline as is practicable, and 
to secure all necessary clothing and equipment. For the 
time being, at least, close order drills and parades and 
other ceremonies should occupy a proportionate amount 
of the drill hours in excess of that normally justifiable. 

2. The remaining organizations of the National Guard 
will be called into service in the near future, and it is 
desired that those organizations already in Federal ser- 
vice should be prepared to receive and instruct, where 
necessary, those still to be called. The officers of the 
Regular Army available for this purpose are very féw 
in number; the situation is very different from that of 
the preceding year, since the Regular Army itself has 
been so enlarged as to render impracticable the detach- 
ment of many officers. The state camps should be thor- 





oughly organized, the routine of instruction well under 
way. sanitary and other regulations established and in 
working order before additional troops are ordered into 
the camps. 

3. Training should be intensive in nature. It is im- 
practicable to state at what date the call for more seri- 
ous duty may be made, and officers and enlisted men 
should spare no opportunity to prepare themselves in 
every way for that duty they may soon be called upon 
to perform for the Service. 

4. Instruction bulletins will be issued from these head- 
quarters from time to time; as they are based upon prac- 
tical experience with other commands, careful study and 
strict compliance is enjoined upon all concerned. 
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MEDAL OF HONOR LAW REVISED. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs. which has 
had under consideration the bill (S. 1720) to provide for 
the award of Medals of Honor and distinguished service 
medals, has issued a report to accompany the amended 
bill. In this report the committee points out that we 
are entering upon a great war in which it is to be expected 
that many officers and men will ‘so distinguish them- 
selves by deeds of conspicuous gallantry or other excep- 
tionally meritorious service as to earn a special recogni- 
tion therefor.” The report states that the accompanying 
bill provides, in addition to the Congressional Medal of 
Honor and tke Certificate of Merit, the establishing of a 
medal, secondary to the Medal of Honor, to be known as 
the “Distinguished Service Medal,” which “shall be 
awarded to both officers and enlisted men for distinguished 


services not sufficient to justify the award of the Medal of 
Honor and which, in the cases of the enlisted men, shall 





replace the old Certificate of Merit.” The report states — 


that officers and enlisted men on more than one occa- 
sion perform separate deeds of gallantry in action which 
would earn them the Medal of Honor and. of course, it is 
to be expected that the proposed Distinguished Se.vice 
Medal will also sometimes be earned more than once by 
the same person. While it is admittedly undesirable to 
issue two or more of the same kind to the same person 
it is desirable that such services should receive due recog- 
nition for which a suitable clasp or bar, in lieu of an 
additional medal, be awarded for ‘ach such = successive 
act, to be worn with the medal. 

Provision has also been made in the bill for the con- 
sideration of some cases of officers and men recom- 
mended for the Medal of Honor, but whose cases have 
failed on review by higher authority, with a view to hav- 
ing them awarded the secondary medal “if such issue 
is found to be justified.” The bill has been amended so 
that this last provision will apply only to officers and 
men’ now in the Army and their cases are to be decided 
“exclusively on the basis of official records now on file 
in the War Department.’”’ This amendment was inserted 
at the request of the Secretary of War to “preclude the 
possibility of embarrassment to the War Department by 
reason of a flood of past cases * * * in such irregu- 
lar, casual, verbal, and documentary form that it is not 
believed possible to do justice to individuals in all cases 
that would ccme up for consideration.’ Provision is also 
made in the bill for the prevention of the issuance of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor on any occasion save for 
“most distinguished conduct in action.’’ The report points 
out that “examination of the published Medal of Honor 
list and other official documents reveals the fact that in 
many prior years the law in this respect was much more 
loosely construed, or was ignored altogether, with the re- 
sult that the medal was issued to mai.y persons who had 
no legal right to receive it even if earced, and was issued 
to many others on account of alleged services far too 
trivial to justify any decoration whatever.” The pending 
bill provides a time limit of three years within which, and 
the nature of the evidence on which. medals or bars may 


be issued ; also for appropriate award and presentation of- 


medals and bars earned by persons who die or otherwise 
become separated from the Service before receiving the 
award due them; also that all service subsequent to earn- 
ing the medal must be honorable in order to justify the 
award or presentation of it.

CIVIL AND MILITARY AUTHORITY. 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, commanding the 
Northeastern Department, has issued an order (G.O. 3. 
July 6, 1917, Northeastern Department). in connection 


‘ with the socialistic meeting and procession in Boston 


Common on July 1, which was broken up by persons 
acting without legal authority, saying, in part: 

“Tt appears that a considerable number of men in 
uniform participated in this illegal action. No arrests 
of men in uniform, however, were made, and diligent 
inquiry made by the department commander has failed 
to reveal the name of a single soldier of the Regular 
Army or of the National Guard in the Federal service 
participating therein. Inasmuch, however, as mary 
young soldiers have recently joined the colors, many of 
whom, particularly in the National Guard, have been, 
up to the present time, serving under conditions which 
have made their military training and discipline a very 
difficult, if not in fact, an impossible matter, the depart- 
ment commander deems it advisable at this time to <all 
the attention of all commanding officers to the necessity 
of impressing upon, these young soldiers their proper 
relations to civil authority while in the military Service. 

“The fact that the United States is now at war does 
not, under present conditions, alter in any degree the 
peace-time relationship which the Army bears to our 
civil population. In case of invasion or imminent 
danger thereof, it may well be that ‘in the midst of arms 
the laws are silent,’ but such conditions do not obtain 
at the present time in our own country. 

“The one fundamental thing which differentiates an 
army from a mob is Giscipline. It is the thing which 
binds them solidly and compactly into one element, and 
insures the cheerful subordination of one’s self to the 
public welfare. It is a pleasure to know that, so far as 
investigation has been able to discover, no soldier in the 
Federal service participated in the riot on Boston Com- 
mon on July 1, and in proportion as our young soldiers 
are disciplined, they will continue in the future to de- 
cline to be participants in such lawless proceedings. The 
young soldier must be taught at the beginning of his 
military career that under no circumstances is he ever 
to be the judge of whether civil authorities have erred 
in granting permission for assemblages and processions, 
which may seem to him to violate the very spirit of our 
institutions. The soldier must be made clearly to under- 
stand that, if his services are required, legal methods 
have been provided for obtaining them, and when so 


required his efforts must be directed by commissioned 
officers. upon whom he must rely, as understanding more 
fully than himself the responsibilities which the situa- 
tion imposes.” 

: General Edwards invites attention of all command- 
ing officers to the provisions of the 110th Article of War, 
which requires certain articles to be read to soldiers, 
and insists that this provision be complied with and in 
addition commanding officers must explain carefully to 
all soldiers the proper relationship which they have and 
must maintain with the civil authorities. 

“If a soldier,” concludes General Edwards, “is ar- 
rested by state er municipal authorities, while in the 
legitimate performance of his Federal duties, he can 
always obtain his liberty through application to a Fed- 
eral court for a writ of habeas corpus, but if he lays 
himself liable to arrest for breach of the peace, not in- 
volved in his Federal duties, he must not expect any im- 
munity because of his uniform.” 

Secretary Baker has written the following letter to 
Harry Weinberger. general counsel of the American De- 
fense League in New York city, in reply to a letter in- 
forming him that soldiers in uniform had broken up 
Socialistic meetings: “It has come to my attention that 
in New York city, and elsewhere, a few men wearing 
the uniform have taken it upon themselves to disturb 
public meetings and interfere with the rights of as- 
sembly and free speech: ‘They have, of course, no au- 
thority for such behavior, and no excuse. Whatever the 
patriotic motives on which they believe themselves to 
be acting, the fact is that they are breaking the law, 
but their wearing the American uniform makes such 
rowdyism all the more intolerable.” 
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AVIATION UNIFORM NOT “ALLOWANCE.” 

The Chief of Staff has favorably endorsed the draft 
of a paragraph which is proposed to be added to the 
Army Regulations (Par. 116714) authorizing the issue to 
aviation officers on memorandum receipt of the heayy 
clothing, gauntlets and headgear which make up. their 
distinctive uniform while engaged in flights. When the 
question was submitted tou the Judge Advocate General 
he gave it as his opinion that the issue could be law- 
fully made on authority “of administrative regulation.” 
General Crowder added the following interesting com- 
ment on the general subject of “allowances”: “Especial 
and very strictly construed statutes of the United States 
inhibit any increase in allowances to officers without the 
direct authority from Congress. The technical meaning 
of the word ‘allowance’ as used in these statutes is, ‘a re- 
ward for services in money or material * * *.’ The issue 
of clothing has quite usually been considered an allowance. 
On the other hand it has been given as the opinion of 
this office that permission to officers to use the distinctive 
military material of the Army exclusively for the purpose 
of the Government and for no private purpose is not an 
allowance. The test is said to be: ‘That what is given 
a man as a reward for services or for the primary purpose 
of his subsistence or advantage as a man is an allowance.’ 
By this test it is not believed that the issue of aeriai 
armor can be construed as an allowance.” 

Regulations prescribing the uniform to be worn by 
Army aviators while flying were adopted recently. The 
coat is of leather, double-breasted, bears two rows of but- 
tons, and is of three-quarter length. It has a leather belt 
at the waist, side pockets of the bellows type, one breast’ 
pocket and plain leather shoulder straps to which in- 
signia may be attached. A removable fleece wool lining 
makes it adaptable for summer or winter wear. The 
trousers also are of leather, the legs so slit as to be wound 
tightly about the calves. They also have a removable 
lining for warmth. The helmet is of soft leather, entirely 
covering the head except for the face-opening. A special 
make of mask with goggles is provided. Hunting style 
shoes and gauntlet gloves complete the equipment. 

Inquiry developed the fact that the Quartermaster 
Corps has _no available appropriation for the pur- 
chase of this uniform and that no estimate for such 
expenditure was included in the Army estimates for the 
fiscal year 1918. A special appropriation may be asked to 
provide the equipment and to reimburse those officers who 
have purchased such uniforms at their own expense. 





A SELECTIVE DRAFT OF DOCTORS. 

Claiming that the volunteer system of recruiting phy- 
sicians for the Medical Reserve Corps of the Army has 
proven unsuccessful, Major Karl Connell, Major Richard 
Derby and Capt. Frederick Van Beuren, of the New 
York Committee for National Defense, Medical Section, 
have presented to the Council of National Defense a 
report urging the drafting of physicians selectively upon 
a basis of Federal classification by a special medical 
census similar to that recently secured in New York 
state. At a meeting of the General Medical Board of 
the Council of National Defense, held in Washington on 
June 25, Dr. Connell demonstrated that out of the 140,000 
doctors in the United States less than one-half were 
available and desirable for military purposes. He stated 
that the policy of allowing or urging doctors to volun- 
teer indiscriminately in the enormous numbers that are 
needed for medical officers in this war would result in 
confusion, waste and failure. Dr. Connell urged that 
a selective medical draft, based upon special classifica- 
tion by census, would accomplish the desired result by 
bringing into the Army those best fitted for its uses 
and by leaving at home those phys‘cians most needed 
by the community. The constitutionality of legislation 
required to legalize the draft of doctors has been estab- 
lished satisfactorily by an opinion from the Judge Ad- 
vocate General's office. The Committee on State Activ- 
ities of the Medical Section of the Council of National 
Defense reported to the General Medical Board on the 
same day that strong efforts are being made through 
the state organizations to secure medical officers for 
the Army. As yet, however, there is a decided shortage 
in physicians who are ready to volunteer for war work. 

A conference of ten physicians from different parts of 
the country also laid before the General Medical Board 
of the Council of National Defense at this sitting a 
series of recommendations for the establishment of a 
system of re-education and rehabilitation for men who 
may be maimed and crippled in the war. ‘Their conclu- 
sions are based on a study of the experience of England, 
France, Canada and Germany in aiding those men to be- 
come self-supporting in spite of their injuries. Euro- 
pean countries have found it vitally important to ap- 
proach the problem on a systematic’ and scientific basis, 
after neglecting it during the early months of the war. 
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The physicians studying the question have found that 
of the whole number of crippled men at least eighty 
per cent. and probably more can be re-educated or 
trained to new occupations if their physical defects are 
given immediate treatment after they have left the army 
hospitals and their training is given the proper atten- 
ion. ‘The Allied nations have been giving much atten- 
tion during the later period of the war to finding proper 
occupations for the blinded and those who have lost an 
arm or a leg. A great deal of study has also been 
given to placing on their feet once more men whose nerves 
have been shattered or who have become disheartened as 
a result of wounds from which they have recovered. 
The conference recommends that a permanent committee 
be formed to lay plans for the proper organization of 
the work, to fit war cripples into their old occupations 
if possible, or if they are incapacitated for the work 
they have done before, to find new occupations for which 
they are mentally suited. 
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TEMPORARY INCREASE, SIGNAL CORPS. 

With the intent of immediately enlarging our air 
fotces a bill, H.R. 5326, to temporarily increase the 
Signal Corps of the Army, is now being considered in 
the House Military Committee. The bill gives the Presi- 
dent discretionary powers as to the numbers of addi- 
tional men and officers to be appointed to the Signal 
Corps, but defines the methods of appointment and pay 
status of the appointees. ‘The President may acquire 
such land, stations, plants, equipments, appliances and 
aircraft as he may deem necessary. The bill, which 
carries no appropriation, follows’ 


H.R. 5326, Mr. Dent—To authorize the President to in- 
crease temporarily the Signal Corps of the Army and to pur- 
chase, manufacture, maintain, repair and operate airships. 

Be it enacted, etc., That in view of the existing emergency, 
which demands raising of troops in addition to those now avail- 
able, the President is authorized to increase temporarily the 
present authorized commissioned and enlisted strength of Signal 
Corps of Army, including Aviation Section thereof. _ 

Sec. 2. To provide temporarily additional commissioned per- 
sonnel required by this act the President is authorized to pro- 
mote, appoint, detail or attach as temporary officers in Signal 
Corps, including Aviation Section, officers of Regular Army, 
National Army, or National Guard, or Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
or to temporarily appoint enlisted men of Regular Army, enlisted 
men of Enlisted Reserve Corps, or persons from civil life: Pro- 
vided, That no person shall be so promoted, appointed, detailed 
or attached until he shall have been found physically, mentally 
and morally qualified under regulations prescribed by Secretary 
of War: Provided further, That officers with rank not above 
colonel shall be appointed and commissioned by the President 
alone, irrespective of rank or grade held by them on date of 
passage of this act, and that officers above grade of colonel 
shall be appointed by the President, by and with advice and 
consent of Bonat, irrespective of rank or grade held by them 
on date of passage of this act. 5 ; 

Sec. 3. To provide additional enlisted men required by this 
act, the President is authorized to raise and maintain, by volun- 
tary enlistment or by draft, such number of enlisted men as he 
may deem necessary and to embody them into organizations here- 
inafter provided for in Sec. 4. 

Sec. 4. The President is authorized to appropriately officer 
and organize personnel of Signal Corps into such number of 
divisions, brigades, regiments, wings, squadrons, battalions, com- 
panies and flights as may be necessary, and to increase or de- 
erease number of organizations prescribed for divisions, bri- 

ades, regiments, wings, squadrons, battalions, companies and 
Fights, and to prescribe such new and different organizations 
and personnel for divisions, brigades, regiments, wings, squad- 
rons, battalions, companies and flights as efficiency of service 
may require. 

The President is further authorized to organize such head- 
quariers and headquarters detachments for divisions, brigades, 
regiments, wings, squadrons, battalions, companies and flights 
as may be necessary, and to prescribe new and different or- 
ganizations for po § headquarters and headquarters detach- 
ments whenever efficiency of service may require. 

Sec. 5. The President, by and with advice and consent of 
Senate, is authorized to appoint for period of existing emergency 
such general officers of appropriate grades as may be necessary 
for staff duty and for duty with such brigades and divisions 
of troops of Signal Corps, including Aviation Section, as may 
be organized by the Presidaat. 

Vacancies in all grades of Regular Army, National Army, or 
National Guard resulting from temporary appointment of offi- 
cers thereof to higher grades shall be filled or vacated as pro- 
vided for in Secs. 8 and 9 of act to increase temporarily the 
military establishment, approved May 18, 1917. 

Sec. 6. Officers detailed in or attached to Aviation Section 
of Signal Corps may, when qualified therefor, be rated as 
junior military aviators, military aviators, junior military aero- 
nauts, and military aeronauts, but no person shall be so rated 
until there shall have been issued to him a certificate to effect 
that he is qualified for the rating, and no certificate shall be 
issued to any person until an examining board, which shall 
be composed of two officers of experience of Aviation Section 
ef Signal Corps and one medical officer, shall have examined 
him under general regulations to be prescribed by Secretary of 
War and published to Army by War Department, and shall 
have reported him to be qualified for rating. No person shall 
receive rating of military aviator or military aeronaut 
until he shall have served creditably for three years as 
an aviation officer with rating of a junior military aviator 
or rating of a junior military aeronaut, except that in 
time of war any officer who specially distinguishes himself in 
active service may, upon recommendation of Chief Signal Officer 
of Army, be rated as junior military aviator, military aviator, 
junior military aeronaut, or military aeronaut without regard 
to examination or to length of service as aviation officer or 
aeronautical officer: Provided, That junior military aeronauts 
and military aeronauts shall be entitled to same increase in 
rank and pay as now authorized by law for junior military 
aviators: Provided further, That any officer attached to Avia- 
tion Section for any military duty requiring him to make regu- 
lar and frequent flights shall receive an increase of twenty-five 
per centum of pay of his grade and length of service under his 
commission. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary of War is authorized from time to time 
to cause such number of enlisted men of Aviation Section 
above grade of corporal as he may deem necessary to be rated 
as aviation mechanicians or as balloon mechanicians in man- 
ner now prescribed by law: Provided, That balloon mechanicians 
shall receive same increase of pay as now prescribed by law 
for aviation mechanicians. 

Sec. 8. All officers and enlisted men of temporary forces of 
Signal Corps, including Aviation Section provided for herein, 
shall be in all respects on same footing as to pay, allowances 
and pensions as permanent officers and enlisted men of cor- 
responding grades and length of service in Regular Army. 

Provided, That nothing in this act shall operate to decrease 
— authorized strength of Regular Army or National Army 

eretofore authorized by law. 

Sec. 9. Authority is given to President, through War Depart- 
ment, for purchase, manufacture, maintenance, repair and opera- 
tion of airships and other aerial machines, including instru- 
ments and appliances of every sort and description necessary 
for operation, construction or equipment of all types of aircraft, 
including guns, armament, ammunition and all necessary spare 
arts and equipment connected therewith; and all necessary 
uildings for equipment and personnel in Aviation Section, and 
for exclusive purchase, maintenance, repair, and operation of 
motor propelled passenger and equipment carrying vehicles 
which .may be necessary for Aviation Section. 

Authority is further given for establishment, equipment, main- 
tenance and operation of aviation stations, including acquisi- 
tion of land and buildings, improvement, * and equip- 
ment of same. 

Also for purchase or manufacture and issue of special cloth- 
ing, wearing apparel and similar equipment for aviation pur- 


poses. 
Also for actual and necessary expenses of officers, enlisted 


men and civilian employees of Army and authorized agents sent 
on special duty at home and abroad for aviation purposes, in- 
cluding observation and investigation of foreign military opera- 
tions and organization, manufacture of aircraft and engines, 
also special courses in foreign aviation schools and manufactur- 
ing establishments, to be paid upon certificates of the Secretary 
of War certifying that the expenditures were necessary for mili- 
tary purposes. 

Also for vocational training, including employment of neces- 
sary civilian instructors in important trades related te aviation, 
purchase of tools, equipment, materials and machines required 
for such training, purchase of text-books, books of references, 
scientific and professional papers, periodicals and magazines, 
and instruments and material for theoretical and practical in- 
struction at aviation schools and stations, and all other means 
to carry out the provisions of Sec. 27 of the Act approved 
June 3, 1916, authorizing, in addition to military training of 
soldiers while in active service, means for securing educational 
and vocational training of a character to increase their military 
efficiency and enable them to return to civil life better equipped 
for industrial, commercial and general business occupations. 

Also paying and otherwise providing for such officers of 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of Aviation Section of Signal Corps and 
such enlisted men of Enlisted Reserve Corps of Aviation Section 
as may le called into active service and such enlisted men as 
may be enlisted in Aviation Section under provisions of Sec. 2, 
Act of May 18, 1917, or any subsequent act temporarily increas- 
ing the commissioned or enlisted personne] of Aviation Section 
of Signai Corps and such civilian employees as may be neces- 
sary, for payment of their traveling and other necessary ex- 
penses when not traveling with troops, and for necessary, ex- 
penses of Aircraft Production Board: Provided, That hereafter 
all reserve officers and enlisted men of Aviation Section of 
Signal Corps shall be paid by Quartermaster Corps disbursing 
officers from funds transferred to their credit from Signal Corps 
appropriations. 

Also for payment of all expenses in connection with develop- 
ment of suitable types of aviation engines, airplanes and other 
aircraft appurtenances, including cost of samples, cost of any 
patents and other rights therein, and costs of investigation, ex- 
perimentation and research in respect thereto. 

Also for payment of all expenses in connection with creation, 
expansion, acquisition and development of plants, factories and 
establishments for manufacture of airplanes, aircraft, engines 
and appurtenances. * * * 

Also for creating, maintaining and operating at technical 

schools and colleges courses of instruction for aviation stu- 
dents, including cost of instruction, equipment and supplies 
necessary for instruction and subsistence of students while re- 
ceiving such instruction. 
_ Also for organization, administrative and contingent expenses 
in District of Columbia and elsewhere, including chief clerks, 
and seven principal clerks, chiefs of divisions, and such other 
services as Secretary of War may deem necessary, office rents, 
office furniture and equipment, stationery, plans, drawings, 
photographs, photograph materials and equipment, and all other 
necessary office supphes and expenses. 

Provided, That motor-propelled vehicles, airplanes, engines, 
parts thereof and appurtenances may be exchanged in part pay- 
ment for new equipment of same or similar character to be used 
for same purposes as those proposed to be exchanged. 

Provided further, That during present emergency, officers and 
enlisted men of foreign armies attached to Aviation Section of 
Signal Corps as instructors or inspectors when traveling on 
official business pertaining to Aviation Section of Signal Sore 
shall be authorized, from funds appropriated in this act, the 
Same mileage and transportation allowances as are authorized 
for officers or enlisted men of Regular Army.

PROPOSED DEFENSE ACT AMENDMENT. 


An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Suther- 
land to the bill (S. 1786) to amend National Defense Act 
would amend and re-enact Sections 73 and 74 to read: 


Sec. 73. Federal Oath for National Guard Officers.—Com- 
missioned officers of National Guard on active, unassigned or 
supernumerary list * * * holding commissions regularly is- 
sued by. proper authority shall continue in office as officers of 
N.G. without issuance of new commissions: Provided, That 
said officers have taken and subscribed to following oath of 
office: ‘‘I do solemnly swear that I will support and defend 
the Constitution of the United States and the constitution of 
the state of against all enemies, foreign and domestic; 
that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the same; that I 
will obey the orders of the President of the United States 
and of the governor of the state of — ; that I make this 
obligation freely, without any mental reservation or purpose 
of evasion; and that I will well and faithfully discharge the 
duties of the office of ————, National Guard of United 
States, and of the state of , upon which I am about 
to enter: So help me God.’’ 

Sec. 74. Qualifications of National Guard Officers.—Persons 
hereafter commissioned as officers of National Guard shall not 
be recognized as such under any of the provisions of this act 
unless they shall have been selected from following classes 
and shall have taken and subscribed to oath in preceding 
section of this act: Officers or enlisted men of National Guard; 
officers of reserve or unassigned list of National Guard; offi- 
cers, active or retired, and former officers of U.S. Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and National Guard, and Organized Militia; 
graduates of U.S. Military and Naval Academies, and gradu- 
ates of schools, colleges and universities where military science 
is taught under supervision of an officer of Regular Army, 
and, for technical branches and staff corps for departments, 
such other civilians as may be especially qualified for duty 
therein; officers of National Guard of several states and ter- 
ritories holding commissions regularly issued and being carried 
on an unassigned or supernumerary list in their respective 
States may, by the governor, be transferred to and placed in 
National Guard Reserve, created by National Defense Act, 
with rank as fixed in their respective commissions; such offi- 
cers in District of Columbia may likewise be transferred by 
order of President.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN BUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports July 6-12.) 
FURTHER GAINS IN RUSSIAN OFFENSIVE. 


The latest act in the rally of the Russian army is 
the bold advance of General Kornilov to the Lomnica 
river, where he defeated the Teutons near Dolina, driv- 
ing them from the field in disorder, and forcing the fall 
of Halicz, the Teuton stronghold on the river Dniester. 
Advancing more than five miles against sustained re- 
sistance in fortified positions in the course of July 8 
and 9, the Russians captured over 10,000 prisoners, 
broke the continuity of the opposing front, where it 
crossed the Dniester and so far dominated the area 
south and west of Halicz as to render the place no 
longer defensible. Facing defeated troops the Russians 
were subsequently able to force the crossing of the 
Lomnica and advance to positions on the farther side. 

To find an instance of similar success in driving the 
enemy completely out of his positions and putting him 
to flight, it is necessary to go back to Mackensen’s cam- 
paign in Roumania. Instances of so complete a tactical 
success have been rare during the operations in the 
European theater of war. Strategically the Russian 
gain is quite as significant as in its tactical aspect. The 
fall of Halicz impairs the Teuton front over an extent 
of twenty miles northward to Brzezany, where the de- 
fensive was previously hard pressed by the Russian at- 
tacks of the first days in July. Russian attacks on the 
front northeast of Lemberg are apparently developing 
in the northerly quadrant of a concentric advance to- 
ward the city. Pe : 

At the opening of July, the Russian front, closely 
hemming in Hal :z and its outlying villages on the east 
and south, thence approximately followed the course of 
the Zlota Bistritza river southwestward to the neigh- 
borhood of the town of Solotvina. ‘The attempts of 
Brusiloff to take Halicz in the early autumn of 1916 
had failed, the Roumanian campaign with its unex- 
pected drain, upon Russian resources had followed, aud 
the lines in this section had subsequently remained 
quiet like those in most positions of the Russian front. 
Apparently satisfied of the strength of a position that 
had resisted Brusiloff’s formidable assaults, the Teu- 
tons made no important effort to improve their Halicz 
front during the winter and spring months. 

In the fighting of July 5 and 6 between Zborow 
and Zloczow, the Russians repeatedly occupied villages 
and heights only to be turned out of them by the vigor- 
ous counter-attacks of the enemy. Farther south in the 
area midway between Zloczow and Brzezany, the gains 
were somewhat extended at Presevce and Godov, where 
the Russians took and maintained lines of heights on 
the 6th. Farther north, near Zwyzyn, the Russians 
tried to advance, without success, according to Berlin, 
and at Brody and other still more northerly points the 
Russians limited their efforts for the time being to 
heavy artillery fire. At this stage the Russian opera- 
tions in the part of the front lying directly east of Lem- 
berg came to a halt, while the new attack south of 
Halicz developed. ‘The occupation of Sviniuchy, a long 
contested point halfway between Brody and Kovel, on 
the 6th, was the only notable success of the Russians in 
the quadrant northeast of Lemberg. 

The advance west of Stanislau began with artillery 
preparation and an attack by Russian advance detach- 
ments moving westward toward the Lomnica on July 6. 
At Solotvina, on the extreme left of the area of the 
Russian advance, Berlin reported that the defense held 
its own. This did not affect the Russian plans. On the 
Sth, at midday, the Russians after artillery preparation 
attacked the Teuton positions between Solotvina and 
Halicz. They captured a number of small villages, in- 
cluding Jezupol, the southern outpost of Halicz, and 
Ciezov, ten miles to the southwest. On the 9th the 
westward movement continued toward Dolina, in the 
face of weakening resistance. While the attacking left 
wing was approaching the Lomnica river, the right wing 
was forcing its way into Halicz, against an active de- 
laying defense. Successive villages and finally the town 
itself fell into the Russians’s hands. About 10,000 pris- 
oners fell into the hands of the victors. Many of these 
were said to have been taken by Russian cavalry, which 
was able to sweep boldly forward among the retreat- 
ing enemy. Berlin announced without delay that the 
Teutonic troops had been withdrawn behind the Lom- 
nica. The Teuton commanders had apparently failed 
to take warning at the recrudescence of the fighting 
farther north, or else they had been robbed of their re- 
serves in order. that the front near Brzezany and Zloc- 
zow might be made good. 

Russian troops led by General Tcherevnisoff entered 
Halicz at midday on July 10. They succeeded in 
promptly throwing detachments northward, across the 
Dniester, menacing the right flank of the Germans 
maintaining the front on the Zlota Lipa,—north of the 
city. To the southwest of Halicz the battle had passed 
into the stage of pursuit. The Russian forces first 
reached the Lomnica river in its lower stretch, and at 
evening crossed it and seized two villages, Bludniki and 
Babin, on the opposite side. In the meantime on the 
extreme left of the field, at and south of Solotvina, the 
Russians renewed the attacks of the 6th and dislodged 
the Teutons, shaken by the disaster of the adjoining 
front on their left. On the 11th. hastening up the Loin- 
nica in the continuation of the‘r pursuit, the Russians 
took possession of the town of Kalusz, reported to have 
been the headquarters of the defeated Austrian force, 
probably the Third Austrian Army, under General Kir- 
bach. The retirement of the Teutons was at this time 
still in full progress with no possibility of flank diver- 
sions to retard the pursuit, owing to the Dniester and 
Carpathian barriers which seal this area of action on 
either side. 


THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Germans foreed the fighting during the week, 
both against the French front on the Chemin des-Dames, 
where «they delivered on July 8 the most formidable of 
their recent series of attacks in that region, and on the 
Belgian coast, where they succeeded in breaking through 
a narrow portion of the British front and in placing a 
small body of troops on the right bank of the Yser 
near its mouth. Their attack in this new quarter gave 
rise to apprehensions of a renewal of efforts on their 
part to reach Dunkirk or Calais. The possibility of 
their making such an attempt on a large seale at this 
time would seem remote, if judged by the obvious neces- 
sities of their situation, obliged as they are to make 
great defensive exertions in the face of the present 
danger to their lines both in the west and in Galicia. It 
must be recalled; however, that the attack on Verdun, 
early in 1916, was carried out in defiance of the prob- 
abilities based on their most obvious line of. strategic 
Policy, and that the element of surprise which enabled 
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them for a time to put Verdun in imminent peril of 
capture is one of the chief elements of military success. 

British offensives came to a full stop in the early 
part of the week under review. Outside the incessant 
minor enterprises of the entrenched fronts, no British 
offensive move or indication of a move was reported in 
the official communications. 

British statements have been bestowing particular 
attention on increasing severity of the German artil- 
lery fire at the coast end of the western front. The 
allied line here has passed into the hands of the Brit- 
ish, who have not until lately reported the sector as a 
portion of their front. Under these circumstances it 
seems likely that the British high command in momen- 
tarily suspending its own offensive plans was guided by 
the intention to make ready for an expected move of the 
enemy in the Belgian coast region. From Nieuport to 
Dunkirk the distance is but sixteen miles, along a bare 


strip of coast where the sand dunes offer almost the only ° 


natural aids to defense. 

The taking over of the defense of the coast front by 
the British was~first made public in the British com- 
munication of July 10, announcing a raid carried out 
by British troops in the Nieuport region. After several 
days of heavy fire in this area ending in a twenty-four- 
hour bombardment of high intensity, the enemy infan- 
try attacked the Nieuport positions on the evening of 
July 10. The defenses among the dunes had been 
levelled and bridges across the Yser river had been de- 
stroyed, cutting off a portion of the British trenches 
from their supplies and supports. The German as- 
saults ‘at this point seized’ the trenches on a front of 
1,400 yards and gained possession of the area to the 
rear, as far as the bank of the river. Berlin announced 
that the marine infantry, who carried out the at- 
tack, had made 1,250 British prisoners. A similar Ger- 
man attack, delivered at the same time, farther soyth, 
at .Lombaertzyde, gained. only temporary success, the 
British counter-attacks driving the Germans: back from 
the occupied trenches. The artillery fire of the attack 
diminished on the 11th, and during the night a German 
reconnoitering advance south of Lombaertzyde gave ihe 
British no great trouble to repulse. ‘The relatively 
small violence and extent of the first forty-eight hours 
of the coast offensive were out of proportion to the 
great preparation and impression made by the Germans 


in advance, and suggested a demonstration rather than , 


an offensive. 

The French positions on the Chemin des Dames have 
withstood another week of frequently repeated attacks. 
Of these attacks the chief occurred on July 8. After 
a heavy bombardment, an assaulting force composed of 
Saxon, Thuringian, Rhineland and Westphalian units 
rushed against the French trenches on a front of some- 
what over two miles, south of the villages of Pargny 
and Filain. At this point the Germans have retained 
a foothold of some extent on the western part of the 
ridge, and still hold the eminence that is the site of the 
old fort of Malmaison. Able to dominate the French 
lines from Bovelles farm to the Laffaux Mill, they pos- 
sess a strong attacking position. They were able to 
enter virtually the whole of the French front trench 
position, and to capture 800 French troops and thirty 
officers. The French counter-attacked during the fol- 
lowing night, and report that they were able to regain 
their former front line to an extent of 1,800 meters, be- 
tween Panthéon and Froidmont farm, after protracted 
fighting. At midnight they repulsed a farther German 
attack at Panthéon. In their counter-attack the French 
employed twelve battalions of selected troops, an indi- 
cation that this front has lately been especially re- 
inforced to deal with the persistent German attacks. 

Another violent German assault was delivered-on the 
following night, July 9, this time some eight miles far- 
ther east, in the vicinity- of Hurtebise. Here the Ger- 
mans lacked the local advantages that they possessed 
at the western end, and were prevented by the French 
fire superiority from reaching their objectives. Smaller 
attacks on the same evening near Ailles and Laffaux 
Mill were likewise repulsed. On the 11th the Germans 
shelled the sector of Laffaux Mill, but refrained from 
daytime infantry attacks in this region, save for un 
attempt at Juvincourt. Near Verdun they attempted 
to counteract the French gains of the week by attacks 
on both sides of the Meuse. 

The French for their part continued the series of at- 
tacks designed to offset recent German gains in the 
sector north of Verdun. On July 7 they regained pos- 
session of three small but strongly fortified salients, on 
the Mort Homme Hill and Hill 304, previously lost. 
Here the German artillery continued to bombard the 
French positions violently, indicating the enemy’s dis- 
position to renew the contest. : 

Considerable activity occurred in the air during the 
week, on days when fluctuating weather conditions per- 
mitted. The German flyers on the west front, profiting 
by the inactivity along the greater part of the British 
line, made flights in large squadrons over the opposing 
trenches. A German airplane squadron again cast 
bombs on London. Among the raids carried out by 
French airmen was a flight to the Krupp works at 
Hssen. The flyer cast his bombs on the works and re- 
turned in safety after flying more than 460 miles. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY. 


The fighting on both the Trentino and the Carso 
fronts shows diminution as compared with recent weeks. 
The Austrian forces returned to their usual waiting 
role. The forces of General Cadorna embarked in no 
new offensive. An Italian local advance, by surprise 
attack, northwest of Selo on the Carso was reported by 
Rome on July 6. An Italian air squadron dropped 
bombs on Austrian works near Idria on the 7th. 
~In Macedonia the Bulgarians attacked Lake Doiran 
July 5 and gained positions out of which they were 
shortly ejected. The Macedonia front was for the most 
part inactive. In Greece plans have been outlined to 
increase the strength of the Greek army~by ten divi- 
— thus creating a possible strong aid to the Entente 
orce. ‘ 

The Turkish troops on the Mesopotamian-Persian 
border have continued their advance against the Rus- 
sians, driving them from Khanikin and other points on 
the route to Bagdad, and making a wide breach between 
the British and Russian forces. Artillery fire continues 
at Gaza, without any active advance as yet under the 
new British commander.

NOTES OF THE WAR. 


Twenty-two German airplanes of the Gotha bombing 
type took part in a raid on London on July 7. Three 
of the raiding airplanes and six German machines of 
the accompanying protecting squadron were destroyed 
by British airplanes and anti-aircraft guns. The list 
of casualties in the metropolitan area of London, an- 
nounced later, included killed, twenty-nine men, six wom- 
‘en and five children; injured, ninety-eight men, forty- 
four women and fifty-two children. In Thanet island, 
one man and two women were killed and two women 
and one child were injured. Speaking of the raid iater 
at a secret session of the House of Commons, Premier 
Lloyd George was quoted as saying that while the at- 
tack had not been made with impunity he wished to point 
out that complete protection in the air could never be 
secured. He also said that during the last four or five 
months British naval bombing airplanes had dropped 
more than seventy tons of explosives in Northern Bel- 
gium, and had dropped six tons on those very airdromes 
the night preceding the raid, whereas, the total amount 
dropped by the Germans in England was only two tons. 

During June 392 airplanes were put out of action in, 
the war, 110 belonging to the Allies and 282 to the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

According to a brief official British statement one of 
the most successful bombing operations from the air, 
made during the war, was that about Constantinople, 
Turkey, on the night of July 9, 1917. The Admiralty 
report states that the attack was carried out by the 
Royal Naval Air Service against the Turkish-German 
fleet lying of Constantinople in the Golden Horn. The 
Goeben, surrounded by warships, including submarines, 
was located and an attack was made from a height of 
800 feet. Direct hits were obtained on the Goeben and 
on other enemy ships near. Big explosions took place on 
board them, and several fires were observed. The Turk- 
ish war office also was attacked and a direct hit was 
obtained. The enemy appeared to have been completely 
surprised, as until the bombs had been dropped no anti- 
aircraft batteriés opened fire. The airplanes .returned 
safely without any casualties, the report states. 

The French Ministry of Marine announces the loss 
of the French submarine Ariane, torpedoed and sunk by 
a U-boat in the Mediteranean Sea on June 19, 1917. 
Nine men were saved, but all the officers perished. The 
normal complement of the Ariane was twenty-seven men. 

A German torpedo boat was destroyed July 7, 1917, 
when it struck a mine north of Ameland, in the North 
Sea, according to a Hague dispatch. The crew, with 
the exception of two, were drowned. 

A British torpedoboat destroyer was torpedoed by 
an enemy submarine July 6, 1917, in the North Sea and 
sunk, says a British official statement. Eight men were 
killed. 

The French Ministry of Marine announced that during 
the month of June French patrol vessels had thirty- 
one engagements with enemy submarines, while French 
seaplanes fought eight battles and shore batteries three 
with hostile U-boats. In the same period twelve mer- 
chantmen were sunk by torpedoes and two by shell-fire, 
while seven, which were attacked by means of torpedoes 
and thirteen by shell fire, escaped. 

A British mine sweeper struck a mine and sank in the 
Mediterranean Sea on July 4, with the probable loss 
of ten of her crew, says a British official announcement. 

Cable dispatches received by the State Department at 
Washington July 11 announced the destruction of the 
merchant steamship Kansan by a U-boat. Four of the 
crew, according to the cable messages, are missing, but 
the U.S. Navy gun crew is reported safe. The Kansan 
in October, 1916, was held up off Nantucket by the U-53, 
which was making a raid upon shipping in American 
waters. She was formerly the Massachusetts, and was 
built in Camden, N.J., “in 1903 

The American steamship Massapequa, which was sunk 
on July 7, 1917, by a German submarine, had a U:S. 
Navy gun crew aboard. All the gun crew and the ship’s 
crew was landed at the small island of’ Sein, off the 
French coast, twenty-eight miles southwest of Brest. 

The Commodore of the British navy, at Lowestoft, 
England, reports that the British armed trawler Iceland 
on July 9 destroyed two enemy seaplanes and brought 
four prisoners into port. The two seaplanes destroyed 
were out to torpedo shipping. One of them came down 
to launch a torpedo and was attacked and destroyed by 
the trawler. The other went to the rescue of the first 
and likewise was destroyed. 

The new Russian dreadnought Volia (Liberty), which 
was to have been named Alexander III., has been com- 
missioned for service in the Black Sea. She is a powerful 
ship of 24,000 tons displacement, and a speed of twenty- 
one knots. She is 551 feet three inches long, with a 
beam of eighty-nine feet seven inches. Her heaviest 
armor on her sides, turrets, and conning tower, is twelve 
inches. She was to have had twelve 12-inch guns in 
her main battery, but guns of heavier calibre may have 
been substituted. There are three guns in each of the 
four turrets, mounted on a center line. This permits 
all twelve guns to be fired on either broadside, and 
three each from the bow and stern. 

The weekly summary of shipping losses issued by the 
British Admiralty on July 11 reads: “Arrivals, 2,898; 
sailings, 2,798. British merchant ships sunk by mine 
or submarine, over 1,600 tons, including one previously, 
fourteen ; under 1,600 tons, three. British merchant ships 





- unsuccessfully, attacked, including four previously, sev- 


enteen. British fishing vessels sunk, including one pre- 
viously, seven.’ With one exception, the number of mer- 
chantmen sunk last week was the lowest of any week 


‘since the British inaugurated in March the system of 


giving out weekly reports. The exception was the re- 
port of March 11 which showed the same total as the 
above report. Despite the activities of German _ sub- 
marines, more vessels sailed from the port of New York 
for foreign ports in June than in any preceding month 
this year. The foreign clearances at the Custom House 
for June numbered 458 vessels of a total tonnage -of 
1,225,536. This was thirty more vessels than in. May, 
the next largest month. During the fiscal year at the 
New York Custom House ending June 30, there were 543 
more foreign clearances than in 1914 and 717 more than 
in 1913. There were 4,963 sailings for other shores in 
the last fiscal year of a tonnage of 13,630,245. The 
greatest tonnage was cleared in the year prior to the 
war, when it reached 16,541,482. The greatest yearly 
sailings were those ending June 30, 1916, which totaled 
5,214 vessels of a tonnage of 14,353,685. There were 136 
American vessels with a tonnage of 330,987, that cleared 
from New York last month, an increase of two vessels 
ever the May statistics. Last month 121 American ves- 
sels of a tonnage of 294,441 arrived at New York,

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‘NATIONAL GUARD ENCAMPMENTS. 


The Secretary of War announced on July 12 that the 
final sites to complete the list of National Guard en- 
campments would be at Hattiesburg, Miss., and Alexan- 
dria, La., both in the Southeastern Department. Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, commanding the Department, had 
recommended three tentative sites: Jacksonville, Fla. ; 
Hattiesburg and Alexandria, in the order named. It was 
learned that the War Department already has included 
the Florida city in other plans now ander discussion. 

A final change was announced in the previous list of 
sites, Charlotte, N.C.. taking the place of fayetteville, 
in the same state. “This was done solely on the ground 
of the accessibility of an enlarged and adequate water 
supply,” according to the official statement announcing 
the change. “It was apparent that the present water 
supply of Fayetteville is entirely adequate for the needs 
of the city 3 but in order to supply the camp 
a new supply would have to be tapped and this would have 
taken considerable time. General Wood’s recommenda- 
tion (of the alternative site) was therefore approved.” 

Because of the uncertainty that marked the question 
of sites up to the last minute. Brig. Gen. William A. 
Mann, U.S.A., Chief of the Militia Bureau, has been un- 
able to complete more than a tentative plan for the dis- 
tribution of the National Guard divisions among these 
camps.

In response to a resolution adopted by the Senate on 
June 27 the Secretary of War. has laid before that body 
all the data in connection with the selection of. Louis- 
ville, Ky., as the cantonment site for the Ninth Division. 
In a letter accompanying the documents Secretary Baker 
said: “In all cases where the department commander 
made an unqualified decision, with no evidence in the 
papers nor subsequently. submitted which could raise 
a reasonable doubt as to the soundness of his decision, 
it received the approval of the War Department. But 
when that decision was not positive, was qualified by 
any degree of doubt or was frankly submitted for the 
action of the War Department, the question was care- 
fully considered by me in the light of all the evidence 
originally submitted or that could otherwise be obtained 
by me. In doing this the opinions and evidence offered 
by members of the Congress and many other persons 
were patiently heard and carefully weighed.. Decision 
was suspended until, acting in my executive capacity 
on this purely executive question, I was satisfied as to 
the relative merits of sites in controversy.- 

“No personal considerations were taken into the 
slightest account in any case. On the other hand, sole 
consideration was given to the best interests of the 
Government, which, in such matters as these, means 
the health, the comfort, and the facilities for instruction 
of the citizen soldiers to be provided for in these can- 
tonments. It was a task of large proportions, coming as 
it did at the same time with many other grave prob- 
lems pressing for quick solution, nor was it lightened 
by the many heated controversies between individuals 
or localities in the course of it.” 

The Secretary also submitted reports from Lieut. Col. 
Frederick P. Reynolds, M.C., U.S.A., who declared the 
Louisville site almost ideal from a sanitary standpoint. 
This report was concurred in py the Surgeon General. 
Mr. Baker considers this action final in the matter.

Under the authority given him in the most recent 
Army law to order retired Engineer officers of the 
Army to active duty, the President on July 11 directed 
that Brig. Gen. G. D. Knight, U.S.A., retired, be as- 
signed as Engineer Commissioner of the District of Co- 
lumbia. General Knight relieves Lieut. Col. Charles W. 
Kutz, C.E., U.S.A., whe at his own request is to be 
assigned to duty with troops. General Knight was 
born in England, Jan. 14, 1846. He was appointed to 
the U.S.M.A. from Missouri in 1864, and was gradu- 
ated in 1868 No. 2 in his class. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Northeastern Department, with members of his 
staff and the heads of five big New England transporta- 
tion lines, returned to Boston July 10, after a three- 
day tour of inspection of the Penobscot river valley 
country of Maine. Railroad and highway routes, ferries 
and camp sites were inspected in the trip, covering 
1,000 miles of touring by special train and auto. Chair- 
man James H. Hustis, of the New England railroad 
committee of the Council of National Defense, headed 
the delegation of railway executives and piloted the 
party. General Edwards stated that the entire district, 
from a railroad and military land maneuver standpoint, 
shaped up well, and that he found the railroad execu- 
tives united in willingness to do anything wanted on 
the briefest possible notice. 

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., made a stirring 
appeal to college men to enlist in the Regular Army on 
June 26 at the Harvard Club, New York city. *He said 
citizens would find in the Army educated, patriotic men 
just as anxious to uphold a reputation for decent living 
and accomplishment as any other body of men in the 
country. 

American Red Cross Ambulance Company No. 20 is 
organizing at Atlanta, Ga. 

Capt. Louis A. Jenny, Engineer Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, has been ordered to France for duty with Gen- 
eral Pershing’s expedition. 

Of the 4,000 men in the United States ambulance 
camp at the Allentown Fair grounds, Pa., the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer reported on June 30-that not more than 
1,000 are uniformed. Those in uniform were on June 
30 told to pack their effects to be in position to start 
at a moment's notice for France. No definite date for 
departure was given. 

Robert H. Hall, Quartermaster Reserve Corps, was 
received at the Federal prison on June 29, writes our 
Leavenworth correspondent, to begin a sentence of 
twenty years. Hall was sent up for violating the 62d 
Article of War, which embodies the misappropriation of 
funds and the illegal sale of Government property and 
desertion. He was sentenced from Fort Sam Houston. 

In describing the work of constructing the new can- 
tonment at Ayer Junction, Mass., a writer in the Bos- 
ton Transcript says: “If Capt. Edward Canfield, jr., 
U.S.A., the engineer officer in charge of the Ayer con- 
struction, has his way the quarters for the entire per- 
sonnel of the. division will be ready by mid-August,” and 
adds, “In Captain Canfield, the military engineer, the 
work has a chief director of exceptional training (West 
Point and Technology), clear-headed and energetic.” 

In a news letter from the Plattsburg training camp the 
New York World correspondent writes on June 30: “The 
most real, the most dramatic and effective thing that has 
happened to the camp has been Koehler. He is Major 
Herman J. Koehler, master of the sword, at West Point. 
A third of a century Major Koehler has taught the 
officers of the American Army all they know about fenc- 
ing, bayonet and physical development, and if he does 
not drop dead from overwork he will supply the new 
army with ginger. Grizzled and gray, he is as agile as 
a cat, and when his day’s work is done he must be dog 
tired. But next morning sees him as full of bounce as 
ever.” 

“w. T. Van der Graft, who was captain of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama eleven last fall, has entered the plebe 
class at West Point,” says Lawrence Perry, in the New 
York Evening Post. “He is regarded as the greatest 
tackle in the South. This is not to be accepted as posi- 
tive indication that the Army will play football next fall, 
but it does suggest that she will in some measure be 
prepared so to do. Meanwhile, the Academy is about 
to lose some fine material, among others Elmer*Oliphant, 
who, it is said, will soon be assigned to General Persh- 
ing’s force.”

One of the four mess halls at Camp Wilson, near 
San Antonio, Texas, is completed. The building is 
220 feet by 50, including the kitchen space, which con- 
sists of.a 20-foot space in the center of the building and 
extends out on either side twenty-five feet, making a 
total ‘kitchen floor space of 100 feet by 20 feet. On 
either side of the kitchen is a dining room with a seat- 
ing capacity of 600 men, making a total of 1,200 for 
each of the four mess halls. Each of the mess hall 
kitchens is to have eight large Army ranges with a 
capacity of 160 square feet of cooking space. Each 
man will have a knife, fork, spoon, teaspoon, plate, 
saucer, cup, dinner plate, glass, vegetable dishes, soup 
bowl. In addition there will be water pitchers, ice tea 
pitchers and huge coffee pots for each table. The e.uip- 
ment for each mess hall consists of 125 dozen of each 
of the individual utensils. The crew for each of the 
mess halls will consist of a head chef, four) second cooks, 
four dishwashers, two “bull” cooks, two vegetable men 
and thirty or forty waiters. All of the employees, work- 
men, mess hall attendants and cooks will be housed 
at the camp. The sleeping quarters are relatively close 
to the mess halls. Each one is 40 feet by 16 and will 
— forty men. New iron cots have been pur- 
chased. 

The field day of the 3d U.S. Cavalry held at Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, on July 2 was a great success and 
was attended by several thousand spectators. The hon- 
ors of the day, in winning the largest number of points, 
were carried off by Troops B, H and C. The guidon re- 
lay race, the first event, was won by Troop B, time, 
3:19; Troop H second and Machine-gun Troop third. 
In the individual jumping contest, five jumps at an ap- 
proximate pace of twelve miles an hour, Troop C was 
first, Troop D second, and Troop A third. Fifty per 
cent. was given for the performance of the horse and 
fifty per cent. for the rider’s form. One of the two most 
spectacular events was the platoon rush. The contest 
was run off in two heats. T'wo platoons dismounted, 
and prone at the starting line, rose at a signal and 
rushed 1700 yards to finish line and commenced firing, 
prone, one clip of cartridges. The time of the first and 
last man for each troop was taken, the mean time rep- 
resenting the time of the troop. The Machine~gun 
Troop came off with first honors, time :144%4; Troops 
C, B and D, respectively, followed. In the rescue race 
the mounted men, equipped with revolver, were sta- 
tioned at scratch line, dismounted men 200 yards dis- 
tant, with service rifle. At starting signal, dismounted 
men began firing and mounted men rode to rescue. As 
soon as five shots had been fired, men mounted behind 
their riders and returned to starting line, firing five 
shots from pistol, to the rear.: The contest simulated 
the rescue of dismounted men and the attempt of the 
latter to keep off pursuit. Troop C won in :32%. 
Troops H and I, second and third, respectively. The 
“to horse race” was won by Troop F in 5:381%4; Troop 
H second, and Troop B third. In the section charge, a 
distance of 175 yards, walk, trot and gallop, Troop C 
received the flag, Troop H second, and Troop B third.

Col. Jefferson R. Kean, U.S.A., has been relieved 
from duty in connection with the administration of the 
Red Cross work in Washington and will be placed in 
charge of the Army ambulance sections in France. The 
Red Cross War Council announces the appointment, as 
Colonel Kean’s civilian successor, of John D. Ryan, 
president of the Anaconda Copper Company, to the 
post of Director General of Military Relief. In mak- 
ing the announcement, Henry P. Davison, chairman of 





the Red Cross War Council, praised the work of Colo- 
nel Kean, and said that it was due to his energy in 
organizing base hospital units here that the Red Cross 
organization “was the first to carry the United States 
flag to France.” Mr. Ryan’s duties will include super- 
vision of the Bureaus of Medical Service, Nursing Ser- 
vice and Supplies, in which he will be assisted by rep- 
resentatives from the Army and Navy departments; 
maintenance of the Red Cross base hospitals organized 
by Colonel Kean in France, and direction of ‘Red Cross 
preparation in America to supplement the work of the 
Army organization in caring for the health and comfort 
of our troops in France.

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THE CALL OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The proclamation of the President, issued on July 9, 
drafting the Nationat Guard into the Army of the United 
States on Aug. 5, as noted on another page in this issue 
of the ARMy AND Navy JourNAtL, has the great merit 
of completely eliminating two points that have hitherto 
been sources of trouble, and sometimes of public scan- 
dal, whenever the Guard has been used in the. Fed- 
eral Service. The first of these is the wise plan of or- 
dering the men to be drafted “as of and from the fifth 
day of August, 1917,” which means there will be no such 
discussion as to the dual oath as prevailed when the 
troops were called out for duty on the Mexican border in 
June of last year; and that they can be sent anywhere 
the President directs, since they will be discharged from 
the organized Militia on and after the date they are 
drafted. The second point is the retention of all officers 
of the Guard, “not above the rank of colonel,” which 
means that the general officers now holding rank in 
the Guard are not to be recognized as such, the implication 
being that the War Department proposes to make some 
drastic changes in this respect, since it is a well-known 
fact that many of the general officers of the Guard have 
not had sufficient experience in the field to give them the 
necessary knowledge and practice in the command of 
troops in such work as is before the men of our Army 
in Europe. If trained and experienced officers of the 
Regular Army are appointed to these higher commands, 
it will unquestionably work for greater efficiency and 
there can be little question that the officers and men 
of the Guard would prefer such leaders at the head of 
brigades and divisions rather than general officers whose 
military education has been largely theoretical. If this 
plan is carried through consistently by the President, un- 
der the advice of the General Staff, another result will 
be the complete elimination of the “political general” 
from our Army. And an American war without politi- 
cal generals is a thing much to be desired, as the records 
of many such generals in all our past wars bear tragic 
witness. We have begun well in this respect and it ig 
to be hoped there will be no lowering of our military 
standards of fitness for command of troops in the field 
when the new eppointments are made of brigade and 
division commanders for these new units in the Army 
of the United States. There are some officers of the 
National Guard ‘who are known beyond question to be 
experts in handling troops in maneuvers, who have re- 
quisite military knowledge and training, and who have 
seen practical service in the field and in actual cam- 
paigns, who might well be, and probably will be, appointed 
as general officers. But in the main our general officers 
for war service should come from the experienced offi- 
cers of the Regular Army. Whatever the appointments 
may be, let them be for efficiency and for no other reason. 

The importance of the National Guard in any esti- 
mate of our military man-power is not to be discredited. 
On June 20 the force of the Guard in Federal service 
throughout the country was 4,130 officers and 106,280 
men. On June 30 the number of men in the Guard not 
in the Federal service was 189,717, the list of officers 
being incomplete although the records show that on June 
20 these numbered 5,787. This makes a total of 300,127 
officers and men available, which is a larger force than 
we have .in the Regular Army. It will require about 
100,000 more men to bring the Guard *up to the war 
strength prescribed in the National Defense Act, but 
these can easily be provided through the operation of the 
Selective Draft law as is the present intention of the 
War Department. When these men go into the fourteen 
cantonments already selected for them, although at this 
writing only two divisions have been definitely assigned 
to cantonmcnts—the 19th, including the California 
Guard to Linda Vista, Cal., and the 20th to Palo Alto, 
Cal.—it will probably take less time for the Guard to 
get into shape to be sent abroad than the War Depart- 
ment now estimates, which is “several months.” 

Despite the many criticisms the National Guard has 
received in the past as not being a dependable force 
for war as a whole, and even admitting its shortcomings 
in certain instances, it is a very fortunate thing for the 
nation at this time that we have the Guard. While the 
dependence to be placed upon it as a National force 
was open to question, the National Guard was neverthe- 
less the only organized military force we had to augment 
our small Army, and its officers and’ men in their dual 
capacity of citizens and soldiers have done the best they 
could under very hard conditions. The work that has 
been accomplished among the best elements of the Na- 
tional Guard has been surprisingly good, and marked 
efficiency has been shown by many organizations. Under 
competent leaders, and where all its units are thoroughly 
trained, the Guard should prove a magnificent force of 
men. 

The existence of the National Guard has helped our 
war preparations immensely, for it had the foundation of

organization for rapid expansion to war strength, and 
has proved a big asset to our Regular Army. Many of 
its officers anj] men have qualified as-commissioned offi- 
eers for both the Regular and the National Army, at a 
time.when officers are badly needed. The previous tra‘n- 
ing of the National Guardsmen on duty at the officers’ 
and citizens’ training camps has facilitated rapidity of 
instruction and the securing of officers who have had some 
previous military experience of value. It can hardly be 
denied that intelligent men who have served from three 
to five years or more in the National Guard, including 
service on the Mexican border, are better qualified in the 
beginning for work as officers in the National Army 
than are men fresh from civil life who have little or no 
military training or exrerience. The men of the Guard 
will be equally valuable in furnishing an army of some 
400,000 men in quick time for the United States. It is 
true that a large percentage of National Guardsmen will 
be recruits, but the same can be said of the Regular 
Army, and both elements will require the necessary 
training. With large numbers of seasoned officers and 
of men in the ranks already, the training will be more 
rapid than it would be otherwise. As a large portion of 
the necessary clothing, arms and equipment is already 
in the hands of the National Guard, much time also will 
be saved in the issue of supplies. 

The experience on the Mexican border proved invalu- 
able to the National Guard organizations on duty there, 
and. the officers and men with such service who are still 
in the Guard organizations will all be better fitted for the 
war work ahead of them. The calling out of the National 
Guard for the Mexican border troubles was another in- 
stance of its usefulness, for, with the summoning of so 
large a force, the raids ended. It has also performed effi- 
cient guard duty in the Federal service at various im- 
portant manufacturing plants, railroads, bridges, etc., 
all over the country, sifjee the declaration of a state of 
war with Germany. The Guard now stands ready for 
the test of battle.

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OFFICERING OUR INCREASED ARMIES. 


Men chosen from Reserve Officers’ training camps 
for commissions in the National Army, it is officially 
stated, will be assigned to command troops from their 
own states so far as this may be possible without inter- 
fering with more important phases of the War Depart- 
ment’s plans. This action is in accordance with the 
announced policy of maintaining to the largest possible 
extent the “individuality” of the various state units. The 
first series of camps are to close on Aug. 12, if the present 
schedule is followed to that point. On that date the stu- 
dents who have successfully withstood both the arduous 
grind of camp life and the various mental and physical 
tests to which they have been subjected, will be com- 
missioned as officers in the new forces. Taking the camp 
at Fort Myer as an example, it is estimated that be- 
tween 500 and 600 officers of the Line will be obtained, 
about 200 in the Quartermaster Corps, twenty in 
the Ordnance Department, twenty expert machine-gun 
operators and a score in other special branches. 

Commanders of Officers’ Reserve Corps training camps 
were instructed during the past week to designate ten 
per cent. of the total number under their charge for ex- 
amination for second lieutenant in the Regular Service. 
The examinations will be held this month at the same 
time as those of the applicants from the Regular Army, 
civil life and other sources. The War Department expects 
te have between 150 and 175 names from each camp. 
This would indicate that about 2,000 student officers 
will take the examination. The list of applicants from 
other sources already totals more than 2.000. 

No little pressure is being brought to bear upon the 
War Department to have the age limit for appointment 
as officers raised to fifty years. During the past week, 
particularly, the visitors calling to see The Adjutant 
General regarding this matter included a number of 
veteran National Guard officers, most of them with long 
records and still in splendid physical trim. One of these 
stated that he kad a list of fifty ex-West Pointers who 
had passed the age limit but who were anxious to do 
their bit in any grade offered. There is some disposition 
in the Department to raise the age line. 

It can be stated officially that the policy of the War 
Department will be to utilize the administrative staffs of 
the National Guard in the form now comprised. That is, 
with a very few possible exceptions, the high officers now 
commanding the state troops will be taken into Federal 
service in the same capacity. The exceptions will be 
found in the cases of certain officeres whose fitness for 
the duties they will be called upon to perform is ques- 
tioned by the Bureau of Militia Affairs. In at least two 
cases, it is thought in Washington, officers will undoubt- 
edly be forced to give up the positions they now hold, 
ewing to unfitness. 

Guard officers in the grades of majors, lieutenant 
eolonel and colonel who are incapable of the duties of 
their grade are expected to cause more trouble, because 
ef the difficulty of obtaining reports on such unfitness 
from their superiors. The memorandum on the subject 
of the examination of National Guard officers distributed 
by the Militia Bureau contains a clause which would 
permit the associates of an unfit man to pass the 1e- 
sponsibility for deciding upon him up to the War De- 
partment. This paragraph instructs the state adjutants 
general to submit to the Militia Bureau the “name, grade, 
and if possible reason for unfitness” of any officer upon 
whose case it may be found impracticable to order a 
board of inquiry under the provisions of Section 77, Act 
of June 3, 1916. 

In connection with the imminent selection of officers 





for the first quota of drafted soldiers, it is interesting to 
learn the precautions that have been taken to weed out 
the unfit and inexperienced officers from the National 
Guard.’ A memorandum. sent out by the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau during the past week, had the following 
to say regarding the “Application of Section 77, Act of 
June 3, 1916”: “As the military efficiency of an organ- 
ization depends in such large measure upon the military 
efficiency of officers (especially of superior commanders), 
it becomes necessary in the present emergency to ensure 
as high an average standard among National Guard of- 
ficers as is reasonably attainable. To that end * * * 
it is desired that all should at this time carefully scruti- 
nize their list of officers and bring before boards appointed 
under Section 77, Act of June 3, 1916, any officers whose 
general fitness is open to question. In such scrutiny, it 
would be well to enlist the aid of superior commanders 
who, in recommending action in respect to their subordi- 
nates, would thus have an increased feeling of imme- 
diate responsibility for the fitness of those under their 
command.” ; 

That the state officials are working with the Militia 
Bureau towards the attainment of this commendable end 
is evidenced by the results already obtained. Adjutant Gen. 
J. H. McCord. of Missouri, published General Mann’s 
memorandum as G.O. No. 1 from his office and added the 
following admirable comment: “Organization commanders 
will at once take steps to comply with the requirements 
of the Militia Bureau. The importance of giving this 
matter the most careful and conscientious attention can- 
not be overestimated. It is among the strong probabilities 
that our troops will be subjected to the most trying or- 
deals of modern warfare, and an inefficient officer in a 
position of responsibility might be the cause of great loss 
of life and general disaster to the troops with which he is 
serving. The enlisted men have the right to demand that 
no officer go out over them who is not by character, dis- 
position and temperament fitted to command, and who has 
not had the necessary training and experience in the act- 
ual command of men to fit him professionally for the 


proper discharge of the duties he may be called upon— 


to perform. All personal considerations must be thrown 
aside and the qualifications of each officer, from the 
lowest to the highest, dispassionately weighed, and unless 
he is fully qualified for the office he now holds, he will 
be given his option of resigning or going before an effi- 
ciency board.”

NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
NAVY SELECTION BOARD APPOINTED. 


It is announced that the Secretary of the Navy has 
ordered that a board of officers of flag rank be convened 
on July 16, 1917, to select and recommend officers of the 
Line for promotion. Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., 
it is officially announced will head this selection board. 
The board will include in its report the names of 5 cap- 
tains to be rear admirals ; 26 commanders to be captains; 
and 51 lieutenant commanders to be commanders. Pros- 
pective promotions in the Navy Medical Corps are 
noted on page 1518. In connection with the list there of 
surgeons to be examined for promotion to medical in- 
spector, it should be noted that the name of Holton C. 
Curl does not appear for the reason that he has already 
taken his examination. 

The following: warrant officers of the Navy have suc- 
cessfully passed the examinations for appointment as 
ensigns, and Secretary Daniels will recommend to the 
President their. appointment: Btsn. William E. O’Con- 
nor, born in New York, N.Y., and thirty-two years old. 
He first enlisted as a landsman on Dec. 22, 1903, served 
in the various enlisted grades, and was appointed a 
boatswain on Feb..19, 1912. Gun. Arthur B. McCrary 
was born at Carthage, Mo., and is thirty-five years old. 
He first enlisted as a landsman on Jan. 12, 1903, and 
from that date. continued to serve as an. enlisted man 
in various grades until Jan. 13, 1913, on which date he 
was appointed to the warrant rank of gunner. Mach. 
George B. Maynard was born at Lowell, Mass., and is 
thirty-one years old. He first enlisted as a machinist’s 
mate, second-class, on Aug. 31, 1907, and, after having 
served as an enlisted man until Dec. 28, 1912, was, on 
that date, appointed to the warrant rank of machinist. 
Mach. Seldon L. Almon was born at Jamestown, N.Y., 
and is thirty-two years old. He first enlisted as a 
machinist’s mate, second-class, on Dec. 7, 1906. He 
served as an enlisted man until Dec. 28, 1912, when he 
was appointed to the warrant rank of machinist. These 
officers will be in the regular line of promotion to the 
higher commissioned grades of the line of the Navy. 


NAVY FACILITIES ASHORE. 


Shipbuilding facilities in the navy yards have been 
more than trebled during the last year and within a few 
months additional, facilities will be ready, Secretary Dan- 


iels said on July 10. The New York yard alone has a 


ways for large-sized battleships and a second is being 
built. Philadelphia will have two, one for large battle- 
ships, the other for battle cruisers. A third, already 
built, is used for auxiliary vessels. There are now under 
construction in Government yards three battleships,. four 
destroyers and several submarines and submarine chasers. 
“Owing to the fact that we had only-a small merchant 
marine previous to the war,” said Mr. Daniels, “the dry- 
dock and repair facilities of a commercial character were 
restricted... There are now three naval drydocks under 
construction which will be capable of handling the largest 
ships, and two similar private docks are being built.” 

_ Not only the construction of Naval Laboratory, but also 
of the Navy Armor Plant, is being held up because of the 


fact that “more pressing needs of the Navy” are being 
filled. Secretary Daniels stated on July 10 that con- 
struction of the armor plant would be postponed for the 
time being. 

The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy has completed 
plans and specifications for the projectile plan: which 
will be constructed at Charlestown, W. Va., in conjunc- 
tion with the armor plate plant. Bids for the work 
will soon be advertised. The construction, to be started 
as soon as possible, will include a machine shop, 400 
feet long, 112 feet wide; a forge shop, 562 by 135 feet; 
annealing and heating room, 135 by 92 feet; and a 
building for workmen, 112 by 75 feet. These buildings 
are expected to be completed by January, 1918. 

The Secretary of the Navy has recommended to Speaker 
Clark, of the House, that the appropriation of $30,000 
carried in the Urgent Deficiency Act of June 15 for the 
commissary department of the Naval Academy be made 
available for use in paying extra employees in that de- 
partment. “In some unaccountable way,” Secretary 
Daniels wrote, “the Bureau of Navigation, charged with 
Naval Academy matters, confused the object of expendi- 
ture and reported that the appropriation was required 
for equipment, whereas the Naval Academy had recom- 
mended an estimate of appropriation for the pay of per- 
sonnel in which an expansion is necessary because there 
will be two classes instead of one at the Academy during 
the summer and the present commissary force * * * 
will not be able to attend to more than one class.” ‘ 

The Secretary of the Navy announced on July 12 that 
his Department had “found it impossible to come to 
satisfactory terms” with the Narragansett Bay Realty 
Company, owners of the Coddington Point property, just 
north of the Newport Naval Training Station, which had 
been sought for an extension of that station. Secretary 
Daniels intimated that it would be necessary to ask 
Congress for authority to start condemnation proceed- 
ings for the purchase of the land at a reasonable price. 
The owners demanded $210,000 for the property, if pur- 
chased outright, or $20,000 per annum for a lease. The 
Navy. Department, appraisers reported a value of not 
more than half the first sum. 

Following closely upon the return to Washington of 
Chairman Padgett and the members of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee from a visit to Newport, R.I., on 
July 9, orders were received by Capt. H. F. Bryan, U.S. 
N., to continue the construction of the camp for the 
Naval Reserve force on the original site at Newport, 
adjacent to the Naval Hospital. It will be remembered 
that the location of the camp so close to the hospital 
property had been questioned and a location on Codding- 
ton Point, across the creek from the training station, 
was being considered by the Navy Department. There 
are a total of forty buildings in the plan of the camp, 
thirty of which had been completed when word was re- 
ceived to hold up construction. Accommodations are 
being provided for 2,000 reserves, the work involving an 
expenditure of approximately $100,000.

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The Chief of the Militia Bureau has raised the ques- 
tion of the pay status of members of the National Guard 
who have been called into the Federal service during 
the first semi-annual period of 1917, which service pre- 
vented them from attending the twenty-four armory 
drills which is the minimum that would entitle them to 
pay for their services during the peried Jan. 1 to June 
30, 1917. It is pointed out that, ‘assuming that the 
existing emergency will continue beyond Dec. 31, 1917, 
it is seen that soldiers of the class under consideration 
would, even on Dec. 31, 1917, stand as unqualified for 
pay for the drills they attended before being called into 
the United States service.’ The Chief of th> Militia 
Bureau stated that “the general idea of the National 
Defense Act is evidently to prescribe a maximum of pay 
for a given period and then to allow proportional parts 
of that pay provided in each case the number of drills 
actually attended does not fall below a certain prescribed 
minimum, viz.: Twenty-four for the year.” In view of 
this he suggested that “the present emergency seems to 
require an. extension of this principle of proportional 
compensation, so as to allow any individual his. proper 
share of pay providing he attended a number of drills, 
whose ratio is not less than the ratio of the part of 
the year served to the whole year.” The Comptroller, 
to whom the matter was referred by the Secretary of 
War, concurs in the above idea of the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau and gives it as his opinion that such 
plan of payment is authorized under the National De- 
fense Act. As an illustration of how the plan would 
work out the Comptroller says: “If an enlisted man has 
served, say three months before being called into the 
Federal service, which is one-fourth of a year, he must 
have attended one-fourth of twenty-four drills, or six, 
to be entitled to his proportional compensation for that 
year, and if he has attended six regular drills he may 
be paid his proportional compensation.”

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Secretary Baker announced on July 12 that numbers 
representing each of the ten million men registered for 
military service will be drawn in the national lottery 
in Washington. Enough will then be examined to select 
687,000 soldiers. ‘Those remaining will know the order 
in which they are liable for service. The drawing wiil 
take only a few hours, it was stated. No announce- 
ment was made regarding the date of draft because of 
the delay in organizing exemption boards, particularly 
in the large centers. It is not likely that the numbers 
can be drawn before the last of next week.

MOTOR TRUCKS AND MOTORCYCLES. 


The Society of Automotive Engineers recently held in 
Washington a three-day conference of truck, engine, 
transmission, axle, frame, radiator, fan and bearing manu- 
facturers, for the purpose of co-ordinating the production 
of the units to be installed in the U.S. Government mili- 
tary trucks. The purpose is to bring about interchange- 
ability of these truck elements so far as possible, rather 
than to standardize them fully. Interpretations of the 
War Department specifcations will be arrived at satis- 
factory to all. Several of the transmission manufacturers 
believe, however, that their product can be completely 
standardized. There was no intention of recommending 
in the meeting changes in the Government specifications 
in any major respect. One of the interesting develop- 
ments was a general expression of opinion that it is prac- 
ticable to standardize lengths and widths of the military 
truck leaf springs. This had never been attempted or 
proposed seriously before. Next to tires, springs require 
replacement on military trucks more frequently than any- 
thing else. Another result of special study is an air 
cleaner to be installed at the carbureter inlet to keep the 
astounding amount of dust collected in military truck ser- 
vice out of the engine. In general the truck tnits will 
be co-ordinated as far as possible without delaying prompt 
general production. The Government will be supplied 
with as many trucks of a suitable type as it can possibly 
need. A sub-committee constituted of members of the 
S.A.E. is now at work in Washington checking up thor- 
oughly the detail mounting dimensions proposed at the 
last meeting. 
being prepared. A final session on the matter was held 
in Washington on June 27 by the engineering representa- 
tives of the parts and truck manufacturing companies. 

Acting at the suggestion of the War Department, which 
urges that the parts of motorcycles for use in war be 
made as completely interehangeable as possible, motor- 
cycle engineers also held a meeting in Washington toward 
this end. Standards were agreed upon for motorcycle 
rims for both front and rear wheels. A standard tire size 
was selected of the clincher type, 28 inches by 3 inches, 
both for motorcycle and side cars. It was also agreed 
that all the spoke dimensions be of uniform size and that 
spark plugs, head lamp mounting lugs and brackets, 
chains, throttle control, spark control, clutch pedal. brake 
pedal, oil and grease cups and fittings, fuel pipe fittings 
and cylinder displacements be of standard size. These 
parts will all be brought to stated dimensions. 





The War Department desires large numbers ¢f motor- 
cycles for dispatch work and transportation of machine 


guns. The Department has suggested ‘to the engineers 
that it is desirable for.them “to go as far as they can, as 


soon as they can, toward doing their share in this war, . 


which is an engineers’ war, so that ultimately the United 
States will have one standard war motorcycle and, also, 
one standard truck.” .

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PROMOTIONS IN NAVY MEDICAL CORPS. 


Surg. Gen. William C. Braisted, U.S.N., has recom- 
mended to the Secretary of the Navy the promotions of 
three medical inspectors to be medical directors; seven- 
teen surgeons to be medical inspectors; and. thirty-three 
passed assistant surgeons to be promoted in rank to that 
of lieutenant commander.- These promotions are calcu- 
lated on a basis of 489 as-the total strength of the corps. 
The statute which was in force until the last Navy Act 
was approved provided for but two such computations 
per year—on Jan. 1 and July 1. Under the recent act, 
however, the Secretary of the Navy is permitted to au- 
thorize additional computations at his discretion. 

It is learned semi-officially that the Naval Medical 
Corps had an authorized strength on July 1 of 824. If 
all the 271 successful candidates who passed the June 
examination for appointment as assistant surgeons in 
the Regular corps are commissioned, the present strength 
will be 760, leaving 64 vacancies to be filled. On the 
basis of 824, promotions would be ordered to bring the 
several grades to the following strengths: Medical di- 
rectors with rank of rear admirals, 4; medical directors 
with rank of captain, 32; medical inspectors, 66. The 
remaining grades would be promoted, of course, with 
relation to their running-mates in the line. This would 
promote about 28 surgeons and 13 medical inspectors 
to the higher grades. It is considered probable that the 
additional .computation will soon be authorized, In 
recommending the 53 medical officers for promotion, the 
Surgeon General further recommended that they be or- 
dered to report for. physical examination at or near 
their present places of duty and that their records of 
seryice and fitness reports be accepted as sufficient evi- 
dence to determine their qualification for promotion.

labor representatives, experts on workmen’s compensation, 
pensions, and kindred subjects that was chiefly devoted 
to a discussion of providing insurance for the soldiers 
and sailors of the U.S. Army and Navy. Samuel Gom- 
pers, chairman of the Committee on Labor of the Council 
of National Defense, took a leading part in the proceed- 
ings, and J. W. Sullivan, Mr. Gompers’s assistant in the 
Advisory Commission of the Council of National De- 
fense, was appointed a member of the committee selected 
at the meeting to draft suggestions for legislation by 
Congress. 

Judge Julian W. Mack, of the United States Com- 
merce Court, chairman of the section on Compensation 
for Soldiers and Sailors and their Dependents of the 
Committee on Labor, insisted it is the Government’s 
duty to assume full responsibility for the care of all its 
soldiers and sailors in the war. August Belmont, chair- 
man of the Workmen’s Compensation Department, Na- 
tional Civic Federatien, suggested a plan of insurance 
that would pay a soldier or sailor a lump sum when 
he most needed it, instead of a monthly allowance. War- 
ren S. Stone, Grand Chief of the International Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, agreed with Mr. Belmont. 

Mr. Stone urged that the Government should make 
its beneficiaries independent of assistance from any other 
sources. 

The plans of Secretary McAdoo to provide insurance 
for the officers and men of the Army and Navy of the 
United States and to thereby abolish the pension system, 
have assumed the following scheme which will be sub- 
mitted to Congress within another week in all probability. 

Secretary McAdoo proposes that Congress shall specify 
before American soldiers are sent into battle the death 
and injury benefits that shall be paid by the nation. The 
tentative proposals are: minimum compensation of 
$1,500 for the death of an enlisted man; a maximum 
compensation of $1,500 for total disability; a maximum 
compensation of $5,000 for the death or total disability of 
an officer. It is proposed to pay this compensation not in 
a lump sum but in a series of instalments extending over a 
period of years. 

-The plans are under consideration. One provides that 
the Government shall insure its soldiers and sailors 
against death and injury with the insurance companies 
which accept the business at the high rates which would 
be charged for war risks. The other provides that the 
Government shail undertake the whole obligation, Con- 
gress appropriating sufficient funds to cover the death 
and injury benefits. If the latter plan should be adopted, 
it would be a system not of insurance but of limited 
pensions. The Administration, it is stated, is opposed 
to continuing the present pension system during and 
after this war. Secretary McAdoo holds that the plans 
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he proposes will be less wasteful, more equitable and more 
satisfactory both to the Government and to the pensioners. 

Miss Jeannette Rankin, Representative from Montana 
in the House, has introduced a bill to provide funds for 
payment of “separation allowances” to the families of 
enlisted men in the Regular Army, National Guard or 
(if there be any such included) in the National Army, 
so long as the soldier remains in the ranks. Payment is 
to be monthly, ranging from $30 to $75, depending upon 
the number of dependents. An initial appropriation of 
$5,000,000 is asked. In view of the thoroughness with 
which the War Department has gone about the elimina- 
tion from the National Guard of married men with de- 
pendents, and of the explicit exemption regulations cov- 
ering this class under the Selective Draft Law, it is 
hardly probable that this form of relief will reach any- 
thing like the proportions it did when instituted for the 
border patrol. 


NEW PROVING GROUND PLANNED. 


The testing and “proving” operations conducted under 
the supervision Department of the Army have increased 
to such an extent with the volume of material passing 
through that department, that Brig. Gen. William Cro- 
zier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., has been giving much 
attention recently to the problem of augmenting the 
Army’s facilities for such work. The Sandy Hook 
grounds not only have proved to be inadequate for the 
amount of work to be done, but additional drawbacks 
have developed from the fact that a wireless station is 
being operated there. The continual concussion result- 
ing from the bursting of large shells is said to interfere 
materially with the work of the wireless and, while 
this is rather a minor matter, it was considered to be 
merely the part of wisdom to transfer the major part 


of this activity. Another bad feature of the Sandy Hook 
site is the increasing amount of shipping which anchors 
daily in the neighboring waters, rendering the firing of 
big guns to seaward a dangerous proceeding even in the 
short intervals when it is possible at all. 

In view of all these circumstances, General Crozier 
recently was authorized to inspect several prospective 
sites with a view to obtaining a new proving ground. 
As a result he has laid a report before the Secretary of 
War stating that Kent Island, in Chesapeake Bay, diag- 
onally opposite Annapolis, Md., is the most ideal site it 
has been possible to locate. Agents of the Government 
already have obtained options on 5,000 of the 20,000 acres 
comprising the island. During the past week inhabitants 
of Kent Island became aware of the changes proposed and 
immediately began to make protests to the War Depart- 
ment. <A delegation that yisited Secretary Baker to 
present added arguments against the project were in- 
formed that, while no final decision had been reached, 
an extension of the Department’s testing plants was a 
vital necessity to the completion of plans for prosecuting 
the war. 

It is not probable that the Sandy Hook grounds will 
be entirely abandoned in the immediate future. The 
present plans of the Ordnance Department embrace 
merely the transfer of the testing of larger calibers, and 
experiments with new pieces such as the mobile 12- and 
14-inch cannon, to a more isolated and better equipped 
station. Ultimately, it is admitted, the New York plant 
may be given up or developed into a testing station for 
fuses and similar accessories. 

The fact that no available funds are at the disposal of 
the War Department for the purpose of extending the 
ordnance testing plants probably will lead to a request 
for a special appropriation. The latest information ob- 
tainable is that the Chief of Ordnance is convinced of 
the necessity for additional facilities and will make every 
effort to secure them, either through acquisition of Kent 
Island or some other proper site. 

The Secretary of the Navy declared that the news- 
paper reports stating that his department was _ inter- 
ested in the Kent Island site were without basis in 
fact. The Navy Department also is in need of in- 
creased ordnance proving facilities and some weeks ago 
officers were’ sent to inspect several pro pective sites. 
Because of the press of other more important matters, 
however, and in view of the fact that no appropriation 
was available for this purpose. the acquisition of a 
site was dropped for the time being. No activity is now 
in progress with regard to the naval lavoratory. As 
stated in a recent issue of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, Secretary Daniels feels that it would be unwise 
at the present time to subtract so much valuable labor 
and material from more important projects. 
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WEARING THE UNIFORM. 

Anent the wearing of uniforms by Army and Navy 
officers, now that this country is at war with Germany, 
an officer of the Navy, in a letter written before Secre- 
tary Daniels issued his general order of June 30 ve- 
quiring all officers und enlisted men of the Navy to don 
their uniforms at all times on and after July 4, “except 
when excused by proper authority.” says: “All officers of 
the Army and: Navy should be required to wear their uni- 
forms at all times while a state of war exists. There 
are numerous good reasons why this should be ordered 
by the Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, and 
none of any consequence that can be advanced against 
it. The following have been my principal personal rea- 
sons for not wishing to appear in uniform at all times— 
the conspicuosity of the wearer due to a general ig- 
norance of what the uniform is, on the part of the pub- 
lic, and being mistaken for street car conductors, a 
member of some secret society or some other such body 
entirely foreign to the Service. As a general rule, 
military and naval officers are not desirous of being the 
eynosure of all eyes, and especially since the uniforms 
of the two Services have in recent years been shown so 
little respect by the public. 

“The uniform should now be worn by all who are en- 
titled to wear it at all times during the continuance 
of the present war. In other words, civilian clothes 
should be absolutely barred in both Services during 
war time, if not altogether. The wearing of the uniform 
will teach the public to recognize and respect the uni- 
form and also the man who wears it as a defender of his 
country.» From a purely selfish standpoint, if all were re- 
quired to wear the uniform and not permitted to wear civi- 
lian clothes, it would save one from having to keep on hand 
a supply of civilian clothes which is now quite an item 
with the increasing high cost of living. Most civilian 
salaries will increase to meet the H.C.L., but there is 
not much chance of Army and Navy officers’ salaries 
increasing for this reason, as their salaries are fixed 
by Congress and have been increased only once in the 








last seventy-five years. This generation and the next 
will probably have passed away before another increase 
is made, if it ever will be. As an omeer in my coun- 
try’s Service I am proud of it and my uniform, and 
would be glad to show my colors publicly at all times, 
but will not make myself conspicuous by wearing my 
uniform at all times, unless all others do the same.” 


SUBSISTENCE SPECIFICATIONS CHANGED. 

In order to expedite the purchase of bacon, corned 
beef and a dozen or more associated items of subsist- 
ence, representatives of the Army, the Navy, the Com- 
mittee on Supplies of the Council of National Defense 
and prominent packers conferred in Chicago recently. 
Brig. Gen. Abiel IL. Smith, Q.M.C., represented the 
War Department, and Paymr. John M. Hancock, U.S. 
N., of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, the Navy. 
As a result of this meeting the specifications which for 
years have governed the purchase of fresh, cured and 
canned meats will undergo drastic revision so far as 
concerns dimensions of containers and packing. It 
also was decided at the conference that it would be 
advisable to co-ordinate and centralize all purchasing 
operations within one agency. General Smith sug- 
gested the appointment of a committee to handle all such 
contracts made with the Government, but this proposal 
was “laid on the table” for the time being. 

Investigation into the difficulties which have attended 
recent efforts of the Government departments to secure 
sufficient quantities of meat for the Army and Navy de- 
veloped the indisputable fact that these could be traced 
directly to the differences existing between Government 
specifications and standards maintained by the packers. 
It was admitted by the Department representatives that 
the specifications have been, in certain cases, “=~ 
tremely exacting.” For instance, the cuts and quality 
of bacon demanded for the Army are above the standard 
supplied by the packers to their best trade in the highly 
advertised brands. It may be unavoidable under war 
conditions, but is to be regretted if it is necessary to 
reduce in any way the requirements for Army sup- 
plies such.as the admirable specification for bacon pre- 
pared by Col. Albert D. Kniskern, Q.M.C., U S.A., em- 
bodied in Section 126 of the Q.M.C. Form No. 120. 
This schedule provides for the almost complete evapora- 
tion of the water contained in the bacon after curing, 
whereas bacon termed “trade” or “breakfast bacon 
contains from fifteen to twenty-five per cent. additional 
water. Colonel Kniskern’s specifications demand. that 
the bacon shall consist of bellies thoroughly smoked in 
dry smoke for about seven days. There can be no vb- 
jection to buying other parts of the animal than bellies, 
but the Q.M.C. specification regarding the curing of the 
meat should be maintained if possible. The drawback 
in the ordinary “trade” or “breakfast bacon” is_ its 
failure to keep from turning rencid after the container 
is opened in warm weather, whereas under the_specifi- 
cations prepared by Colonel Kniskern bacon will keep 
for a considerable length of time, and in the best pos- 
sible condition, after the containers are opened. In 
view of the amount of bacon likely to be consumed by 
our various forces in the field and in training camps 
and cantonments it would be most unfortunate to lower 
the standard of quality now used in the Army. 
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TO INVESTIGATE COST OF UNIFORMS. 


A matter which is now, or soon will be, the subject 
of grave consideration on the part of 40,000 young men 
who will comprise the officer-personnel of the United 
States armies is the cost of the equipment with which 
they must provide themselves as soon as commissioned. 
The problem was a very “live” one with Regular Army 
officers long before the war-time prices of clothing began 
to compel notice; at the prices now quoted the new 
lieutenant will find that his equipment will cost very 
nearly $300, even should he pocket his pride and confine 
himself to the acquisition of the barest essentials and 
of second quality. Congressman Kahn, of California, 
ranking Republican member of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the House, is: preparing to sponsor an in- 
quiry into the “high cost of being an officer.” He is 
expected to introduce a resolution soon, calling upon the 
Secretary of War to furnish the House with all Alata 
in his possession bearing on the present cost of uniforms, 
caps, shoes and other regulation articles of officer-ap- 
parel. The recent additions to the lists of Army officers 
has had an immediate reflection in the prices of these 
articles, and unless some Government aid is volunteered 
the officers now in traming may be hard put to it to 
equip themselves. ie 

It is the students at the training camps whose cases 
deserve immediate consideration. Some 1,800 of these are 
being designated to take the July examination for ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army. If these students have 
saved every penny of their pay for the term of their 
training, they will have on hand exactly $300 when dis- 
charged from camp. <A well-known outfitter to Army 
officers quotes the following as the very lowest prices on 
uniforms: Overcoat and raincoat, $100; service hat. 
$4; olive drab shirt, $8.50; service coat, $18.50;  ser- 
vice breeches, $9; shoes (two pair), $11; leggins, $9; 
revolver, $20; saber, $12; belt, $5; insignia, $3.50; 
dispatch case, $9; incidentals and extra articles, $50. 
In the case of mounted officers, add: Saddle and spurs, 
$45; halter and bridle, $10; saddle and cloth, $28; riding 
gloves, $7, mount accessories, $10. Prices vary some- 
what, but these give an idea of the cost of some items 
of an outfit. ak 

Cadets at the Military Academy are taken care of by 
the wise plan of deducting $8 per month from their pay, 
the total being turned over at graduation. No such 
foresight has been shown in the cases of Reserve officers, 
or in the eases of the thousands to be appointed from 
the Regular Army, National Guard and civil life. All 





ef these are required to purchase their own equipment. 


BANTAM REGIMENTS. 

Recent agitation for “bantam” regiments may have 
had something to do with the approval by the Secretary 
of War of a recommendation from the Surgeon General 
that the physical requirements for recruits be reduced 
from 120 to 110 pounds in the matter of weight and from 
five feet four inches to five feet one inch in height. The 
maximum height is to be set at six feet six inches in- 


stead of the even two-yard mark.

Jchn Morgan, writes: “At least fifty battalions of ban- 
tams have been raised and some have fought with distine- 
tion in the battles on the Somme. Im fact nearly every 
regiment in the British army to-day has anywhere from 
one to three bantam battalions attached to it. ‘Take the 
three Welsh regiments: 23d Foot (Royal Fusiliers) ; 
24th Foot (South Wales Borderers) ; 41st Foot (Welsh 
Regiment). Each of these has ether two or more ban- 
tam battalions attached to it, but as eacn of these three 
regiments has anywhere from twenty four to thirty bat- 
talions, the bantams only form a small proportion of the 
whole. The requirements are five feet two inches to 
five feet four inches. Anyone above five feet four inches 
is obliged to enlist in the other battalions. Being of an 
even height they generally look smarter on parade than 
where the men vary from five-foot-three to six-foot-four. 
In normal times the minimum height in the British army 
is five-foot-tive. Anyhow. courage does not consist in feet 
and inches. Napoleon was under five-foot-one in height 
pee Nelson would fail to pass the regulation standard 
to-day.’ 


CRITICS OF CANTONMENTS ANSWERED. 

In the course of some comments on the spirit of un- 
fair criticisms of the Services printed on page 1429 
in our issue of June 30, the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
said: “Already there are evidences abroad that the 
Quartermaster Corps is likely to have its efficiency ques- 
tioned by those having business dealings with it 

* * * since it is the department above all others 
in the Army that comes most directly in touch with the 
business man.” How true our prophecy was is indi- 
cated by the fact that Col. I. W. Littel, Q.M.C., U.S.A,, 
found it necessary on July 11 to issue a formal state- 
ment touching on this matter which reads, in part, as 
follows: 





“Gnder such headings as ‘Government Hurting Busi- 
ness,’ ‘Disturbing the Labor Market,’ ete., a series of 
editorials and news items are appearing which are 
founded almost entirely upon falsehood, and the influ- 
ence of which is extremely pernicious. They charge in 
effect that the contractors for the can!onments are pay- 
ing more for material and for labor than is necessary 
in order that they may thereby increase the profit to 
themselves, which is figured upon the basis of a_per- 
centage on the cost of the operation; and they imply 
that this office has taken no precautions, and is doing 
nothing to prevent this deliberate fraud on the part of 
the contractors. Such articles are written either with 
a reckless disregard of truth or a deliberate purpose to 
hamper the Government in this work. The contractors 
for building cantonments were chosen with the greatest 
care; the War Wepartment had the assistance of the 
Council of National Defense in making the selections; 
and in every instance the contractors have had the 
widest experience and enjoy the highest reputation in 
their communities. The War Department has taken 
every precaution to safeguard the interests of the Gov- 
ernment in the carrying out of these contracts. A pro- 
vision is contained in each contract which prevents the 
contractor from making any departure from the stand- 
ard rate of wages being paid in the locality where the 
work is being done without the consent and approval 
Government. The prices paid for the various 
materials which go into the construction must, by the 
terms of the contract, receive the approval of respon- 
sible representatives of the Government before any pur- 
chase is made. 

“Of course the calling of approximately one hundred 
thousand men to build these cantonments must neces- 
sarily ‘disturb the labor market’ in the localities from 
which they are called. Some inducements must be 
offered employees to do this temporary rush work, while 
in most cases must be done at a distance from their 
homes. Consequently, an increase in wage is about the 
only method that can be employed to secure the neces- 
sary number of mechanics and laborers. However, it 
has rarely been found necessary to eonsent to the in- 
crease of wage more than ten per cent. above the pre- 
vailing rate in any locality. Not only is every reason- 
able method being used to safeguard the interests of 
the Government, but the greatest care is being exer- 
cised to the end that the temporary withdrawal of this 
great number of workmen from the private work in 
which they are engaged shall disturb general business 
conditions as little as possible.” 








COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 

The fact that an officer is detailed for duty “involving 
actual flying in aircraft” does not entitle him to a 
thirty-five per cent. increase of pay allowed by the Act 
of March 31, 1915, unless he presents proof that he actu- 
ally made flights. This f& according to a decision of the 
Comptroller in approving a disallowance made by the 
Auditor in the case of payments made by a Navy pay- 
master to two naval officers who were respectively or- 
dered to Pensacola and Akron for flying duty. The 
Comptroller points out in his decision that in the ree- 
ords of the case “no showing is made, nor any conten- 
tion indulged in, that there was any ‘actual flying’ in 
fact by either-of these officers—not even an initial or 
trial flight—as distinguished from constructive ‘actual 
flying’ by the mere receipt of orders, for the periods for 
which payment * * * has been made to them of 
this increased pay and allowance, nor is there any such 
showing or contention.” ‘The opinion adds: “Reference 
is made by appellant to the difficulty that might be en- 
countered in the procuring of evidence in the case of an 
officer who haa been killed in flying. It is not under- 
stood+ that he had reference to either of these officers, 
Of course, if an officer were killed while he was flying 
the establishment of that fact would show that he was 
flying.” Eseaaed : 

The need of some legislation to equalize the pay 
status of retired enlisted men of the Marine Corps, whe 
are called back to active service, with tne enlisted men 
of the Regular Army, is shown in a decision of the 
Comptroller, which states that “retired enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps, called into active service under au- 
thority of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, are not entitled to 
pay of a higher rating or grade than that held by them 
at the time of their retirement.’’ The opinion was given 
in response to a letter of inquiry from the Secretary of 
the Navy. who stated in his letter that it was, “for mili- 
tary reasons and in the interest of discipline, found to 
be desirable, and in some cases necessary, on account 
of the character of the duties assigned them, to promote 
said retired enlisted men on active duty to a_ higher 
grade than that held by them at the time of retirement.” 
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The Act of Aug. 29, 1916, distinctly points out that 
such men shall receive “the same pay and allowances 
they were receiving when placed on the retired list.” 
We wish to point out in this connection that the Act 
of May 1S, 1917, to temporarily increase the Military 
Establishment, gives the retired enlisted man of ‘the 
Army a decided advantage over his retired brother of 
the Marines, as this act provides that when retired 
enlisted men of the Regular Army are called back to 
active duty, such men “shall receive the full pay and 
allowances of the grades in which they are actively 
employed.” Some remedial legislation would seem to be 
but just to improve the retired sea soldier’s active pay 
status. ’ 

Although the Army may refuse to recognize the ad- 
ministrative staff of the National Guard organization of 
any state as a jart of the state’s Organized Militia 
when called into active sefvice it also has the respon- 
sibility, in such a case, of discharging such an officer 
from the service of the United States and must not 
leave that duty to the state officers. This is the de- 
cision of the Comptroller in the case of Capt. Robert V. 
Boyle, N.M.N.G., who had acted as brigade adjutant 
of the New Mexico National Guard before being called 
into service on May 9, 1916. He served until June 30, 
when the assistant mustering officer, District of New 
Mexico, refused to recognize the state administrative 
staff for pay and therefore he was ordered to his home 
station and his services dispensed with by order of The 
Adjutant General of the state. In approving Captain 
Boyle’s claim for pay as a captain from June 1 to 
July 3 the Comptroller points out that Captain Boyle 
“was in the service of the United States and entitled to 
pay as captain from the day he reported at the home 
rendezvous for duty under the call of the President. He 
had no choice but to obey the call. His continuance in 
the Service or his rejection should have been by the 
action of the United-States authorities and not by the 
state authorities. * * * That power was exercised 
when the mustering officer rejected Lim for muster inte 
the Federal service and he was sent to the home ren- 
dezvous.” 


OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

“In a sense all headquarters are ‘temporary head- 
quarters’ during the present emergency,” the Judge Ad- 
vocate General states in a recent opinion upon the 
question of whether Congress intended to provide one 
hundred temporary headquarters messengers or the 
same number of temporary messengers for duty at head- 
quarters. The Department, in submitting its estimates 
for inclusion in the Urgent Deficiency bill asked for 
the temporary messengers; as finally approved the meas- 
ure contained an appropriation of $72,000 for “one 
hundred temporary headquarters messengers at $20 
each per annum.” The Judge Advocate General does 
not believe that this will prevent their being assigned 
to duty at the several permanent military departments.

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DEPORTMENT OF OUR TROOPS IN FRANCE. 


Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., commanding 
the American forces in France, has issued the following 
general order to his troops, which was given in Paris 
dispatches of July 9: 

“For the first time in history an American Army finds 
itself in European territory. The good name of the 
United States of America and the maintenance of cor- 
dial relations require the perfect deportment of each 
member of this command. . 

“It is of the greatest importance that the soldiers of 
the American Army shall at all times treat the French 
people, and especially the women, with the greatest 
courtesy and consideration. ‘The valiant deeds of the 
French armies and the Allies, by which they together 
have successfully maintained the common cause for 
three years, and the sacrifices of the civil population 
ef France in support of their armies command our pro- 
found respect. This can best be expressed on the part 
of our forces by uniform courtesies to ail the French 
people and by the faithful observance of their laws .and 
customs. 2 

“The intense cultivation of the soil in France under 
conditions caused by the war makes it necessary that 
extreme care be taken to do no damage to private prop- 
erty. The entire French manhood capable of bearing 
arms is in the field fighting the enemy, and it should 
therefore be a point of honor to each member of the 
American Army to avoid doing @he least damage to any 
property in France. Such conduct is much more repre- 
hensible here. Honor them as those of our own coun- 
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MAGAZINE EXPLOSION AT MARE ISLAND. 

The Navy Department on July 9 received information 
from Mare Island navy yard that the black powder maga- 
zine there exploded at about eight o'clock that morning, 
shattering the buildings nearby, but not detonating any 
of the other ammunition stored in the magazine. The 
explosions killed six and injured forty-three, four of 
whom were seriously hurt. Capt. Harry George, U.8.N., 
commandant of the Navy Yard, Mare Island, on July 10 
reported that those killed were: Chief Gunner A. H. 
Mackenzie, U.S.N.; Mrs. Mackenzie and two daughters ; 
George Stanton, gardener; N. C. Damsted, ordnance man. 
The list of wounded included non-commissioned officers, 
enlisted men of the U.S. Navy and civilian laborers. 
The bungalow occupied by the Mackenzies and the family 
of Gunner James L. McKenna, U.S.N., were demolished. 
McKenna and his wife and baby and a nurse were buried 
beneath the ruins of their section of the building. The 
part occupied by Mackenzie and his family was biown 
to bits. Chief Gunner Mackenzie was.born in England. 
Dee. 11, 1870. He was appointed a chief gunner April 
27. 1904, after a previous service of nearly twelve years.

A Navy board of inquiry of four ranking officers was 
appointed on July 10 by Capt. Robert L. Russeil, com- 
mandant of the Twelfth Naval District, to investigate 
the cause of the explosion. The finding of the board 
will be made directly to Secretary Daniels, it was «an- 
nounced. It became known that the board would pur- 
sue its investigation on the theory that the explosion 
was the result of external agencies rather than natural 
causes. On July 11 J. Kozlowski, a Russian Pole, was 
arrested at Esparto, Cal., and held by _the® local police 
as a suspect in connection with the Mare Island cx- 
plosion. Kozlowski is said to have admitted being in 
Vallejo, but says he left Sunday. He is twenty-two 
years old and was refused admission to the Marine Corps 
several weeks ago. 
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GENERAL SCOTT AND THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott’s visit to Russia as a 
member of the American Mission, headed by Elihu Root, 
has had the unexpected result of permitting him to see 
the Russian army emerge from its reported condition of 
disaffection and ineffectiveness as a fighting force and 
deliver several mighty blows against the armies of the 
Central Powers along a front of 200 miles, resulting in 
the taking of the important town of Halicz, the capture 
of 42,300. prisoners and 164 guns, exclusive of machine 
rifles, between July 1 and 11. On his return to Petro- 
grad on July 8 from the front in Galicia, General Scott 
gave an interview to the Associated Press correspond- 
ent, in that city, in the course of which he said that the 
spirit and discipline of the Russian troops was excel- 
lent; the soldiers were ready to advance whenever called 
upon, and the morale of the army was infinitely better 
than he had been led to believe in Petrograd. He con- 
tinued: “The Russian army is going to fight. The spirit 
among the troops everywhere is excellent. The advance 
so brilliantly begun has every chance for successful con- 
tinuation.” , 

General Scott observed at close range the Russian ad- 
vance of June 30, from a point near Brzezany. ‘Few 
observers,” said the Chief of Staff, “have had such 
opportunity of viewing the active operations of a Euro- 
pean army since the war began. When we arrived at 
Tarnopol the Russian artillery preparation had been in 
progress nearly forty-eight hours, but we were in time 
to watch the brilliant climax. We journeyed from ‘Tar- 
nopol to the firing line in automobiles and were escorted 
to the trenches. A tremendous bombardment was in 
progress and the Austrian lines were being attacked by 
a continuous torrent of shells. The point that struck 
me most forcibly was the accuracy of the Russian fire 
and the effective concealment of their batteries. The 
Austrian artillery was good but noticeably weaker. The 
precision and exquisite working of the Russian machin- 
ery was a marvel to me. Every man was in his place 
and there was not the slightest sign of insubordina- 
tion or reluctance among the men. 

“Next day we watched the end of the battle. The ar- 
tillery preparations ceased suddenly, the order to ad- 
vance was given and the whole Russian line swept for- 
ward in perfect unison. I was somewhat dismayed 
when, in a short time, I saw thousands of men pouring 
back again. But I soon discovered that these men were 
Austrian prisoners who came running with all speed 
into the Russian lines, apparently with a single thought 
—that of surrendering as quickly as possible. The Rus- 
sian casualties were comparatively slight, as it was pos- 
sible to judge by the small number of ambulance wagons 
which the Russians sent forward. We can count on 
these people to go on fighting,” the General said in con- 
clusion. 

These reassuring words from General Scott would 
seem to remove any doubts the Entente Allies may have 
had as to the potential value of the Russian army in the 
war against the Teutonic Powers. Backed up, as the 
words have been, by the steady advances of the troops 
under Generals Brusiloff and Korniloff, the latest Rus- 
sian heroes of the war, it would seem that the battlefields 
of Europe were to see once more one of those remark- 
able advances of the Russian armies, such as we twice 
witnessed early in the war, when von Hindenburg was 
driven back from Warsaw through East Prussia almost 
to K6nigsberg, and again last year when Brusiloff con- 
ducted his offensive that resulted in netting nearly half 
a million prisoners and much valuable territory to his 
army. Whenever a Russian advance was stopped by 
the German armies it has been apparently from lack 
of supplies and not from any weakness in the Russian 
command or from lack of fighting power on the part of 
the troops. As fighting men the Russians in this war 
have proved, over and over agatn, that their splendid 
reputation was not earned in vain. In this war, up to 
the present, as in the war with Japan, the Russian 
armies have been the victims of the old bureaucratic 
system built up under the Romanoff dynasty. To what 
an extent they were hampered in effectiveness may be 
understood by some facts given to a correspondent by 
Kerensky, the new War Minister under the present gov- 
ernment. He stated that up to March of this year 
seventy-five per cent. of the munitions plants were not 
working owing to the lack of fuel; a million men were 
deserting intermittently each month owing to lack of 
food and pay; ammunition sent to Russia by her Allies 
lay rusting in the snow around Vladivostok; and heavy 
guns were lying idle in artillery parks for lack of offi- 
cers to direct their use. 

Another striking result of General Scott's visit to 
Russia and his opportunity to see her armies fighting, is 
that it gives us now two general officers in the Army 
who have seen the present war from both the side of 
our Allies and of our enemies, thesecond one being Brig. 
Gen. Joseph E. Kuhn, of the General Staff, who as 
the American military attaché in Berlin saw a good 
deal of the fighting from behind the German lines early 
in the war. We cannot recall any general staff of our 
Allies whose officers have had this double advantage as 
military observers in the present war, and it is an ad- 
vantage that ought to work out to our profit in the long 
run in our plans for the most effective co-operation with 
our Allies. 
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The National League for Women’s Service has opened

OUR FORCES IN FRANCE. 

Major Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., commander of 
the American forces in France, spent July 8 conferring 
with his staff concerning plans for the permanent train- 
ing camp in France and American participation at the 
fighting front. The permanent camp already has- been 
established and one battalion is undergoing intensive 
training. It is expected that the remainder of the first 
expeditionary force will be in camp behind the fighting 
line within a week. General Pershing expected to con- 
fer this week with Field Marshal Douglas Haig, the 
British commander, but because of the pressure of other 
business he was compelled to send a member of his 
staff to British headquarters. General Pershing will 
visit Field Marshal Haig later. 

A military mission composed of officers of the opera- - 
tions department, after completing a tour of the French 
and British fronts, met on July 10 and discussed the 
relative feasibility of the French and British steel hel- 
mets for use by the American troops. 

The medical mission has determined that each Army 
division must have as initial supplies 4,700 tons of 
medical stores. The American Army will adopt a sys- 
tem similar to that of the British, with reserve supplies 
stored behind the front, and the field hospitals, where 
major operations will be performed, further back. ‘lhe 
Americans, it is stated, will develop to the fullest ex- 
tent possible the British system of transporting the 
wounded with all speed to the base hospitals. The medi- 
cal mission, it is announced, has decided to use the 
method of anzthesia employed by Dr. George W. Crile, 
of Cleveland. 

Major Raynal Bolling, O.R.C., of the American Air- 
craft Production Board of the Council of National De- 
fense, who was sent abroad to study aircraft production 
and uses, as one of the members of an aircraft com- 
mission, arrived in Paris on July 6. Before coming to 
France he spent some time in Englard. On the follow- 
ing day some of the American troops began work on the 
first section of the vast aviation training camp. Bventu- 
ally this camp will be able to accommodate several 
thousand pilots. 

Recently the National Society of the Colonial Dames 
of America requested from the Secretary of War per- 
mission to present a flag to the first American troops 
sent abroad to serve in the present war. The request 
was granted and on June 27 the Quartermaster General 
sent the flag direct to General Pershing. The presen- 
tation was made on behalf of the society by its presi- 
dent, Mrs. Joseph R. Lamar. 

Writing from Paris of the arrival of General Persh- 
ing and his staff the correspondent of the Brooklyn 
Eagle says: “At the Boulogne landing the American 
Government was represented by Capt. Carl Boyd, U.S. 
A., the military attaché of the Paris Embassy, who was 
the first one to run on board in order to introduce the 
French dignitaries. The Americans present saved Cap- 
tain Boyd from having his name go down in French 
news history as ‘Capitaine Boyed,’ which was the way 
the French newspapermen were told by one of their 
number that the name was spelt. No doubt Captain 
Boyd, who is a very estimable officer, would rather not 
be taken for Captain Boy-Ed. That German officer of 
Turkish parentage is not exactly a ‘persona grata’ in 
France.” 

Now the sporting writers have found words of praise 
for General Pershing in their special field. “‘Sportsman,” 
in the Boston Globe, says along this line: “General 
Pershing is strong for sports. Years ago he was professor 
of military science at the University of Nebraska. ‘Hur- 
ry Up’ Yost was coaching the ‘Cornhuskers’ then, and 
the biggest booster he had in the faculty was ‘Black 
Jack’ Pershing, who frequently went on trips with the 
*varsity teams.” 

The San Antonio Express publishes a letter from 
Hugo E. Stock, a member of a Regular regiment which 
left the United States with the expedition to France 
under General Sibert. The letter which was received in 
San Antonio July 2, and which was evidently held until 
it was known the expedition had arrived at France 
safely said, in part: “The loading, arming, etc., of these 
boats on short notice and transforming them into trans- 
ports is no small job. We are what you might call 
steerage, being a cross between a poultry freight. car 
and a box of sardines; bunks three deep and very close 
together—about 1,200 to 1,500 men on board. Feeding 
these three times a day is a fair-sized job. We have 
done some drilling, marching,- shelter tent pitching, 
ete., at (name of port). Most all in this outfit 
are old-timers. I understand this is the flagship of those 
going over. We have a general on board and most of 
the officers are on this transport, which makes it so 
much better for us. Each boat has guns. We have 
had fire drill and will have other drills soon. Each man 
has a life saver and a good deal of precaution is taken 
against what we may get into. A great deal of ammu- 
nition in on board all the ships. Nobody is let off the 
boats and I understand mail going is held up until we 
are off. The American attitude toward soldiers, indi- 
vidually and collectively, has entirely changed, espe- 
cially so since registration day. People are all of them 
very hospitable and friendly and here picture shows and 
street cars are free to soldiers. ‘Chow’ on board is 
cooked in wholesale quantity and after three or four 
meals, has become very systematic and, no doubt, by 
the time the big movements of troops begin, the whole 
transport question will be a pretty well-regulated sys- 
tematic business, and the work over there when the 
soldiers pour in, in several months from now; will alse 
be a wholesale one.” 
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RUSSIAN MISSION TO UNITED STATES. 


The Russian War Mission to the United States, headed 
by Prof. Boris A. Bakhmetieff, the new Ambassador 
to the United States, received an impressive welcome in 
New York city, when it arrived there on the afternoon 
of July 6. The commission landed at the Battery amid 
a blaze ef the red of the revolution and the white, blue 


and red of their national standard. They were greeted 
by thousands of enthusiastic American citizens who 
cheered as the party passed up Broadway to the City 
Hall, to be received by Mayor Mitchel, and the Citizens 





Committee. Escorting the mission were William Phil- 
lips, Assistant Secretary of State; Lieut. V. N. Powel- 
son, U.S.N., and Jefferson Caffery, of the State Depart- 
ment. Massed bands played Russian airs and “The Star 
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Spangled Banner” at the Battery when the Russians 
landed. The members of the commission entered waiting 
automobiles which were immediately surrounded by a 
guard of seamen and marines from a Russian ,cruiser. 
They were a fine-looking body of men. At the City Hall 
plaza were seamen and marines from the navy yard, boy 
scouts, members of the Junior Naval Reserve and other 
wilitary organizations, with the 12th N.Y.N.G. drawn 
up. Hundreds of Russians took part in the ceremonies 
at the City Hall and at Carnegie Hall in the evening. 

The commission was entertained at luncheon in the 
Claremont Inn by Mayor Mitchel on July 7, some 125 
persons being present. Seated at the right and left of the 
Mayor, respectively, were Lieutenant General Roop, of 
the Russian army, and Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, 
N.Y.N.G. Among other guests was Comdr. F. B. Upham, 
U.S.N. The commission attended the annual exhibition 
of the Fire Department, visited the parks of Manhattan 
and the Bronx, and other places of interest. In Central 
Park, an open-air mass meeting and concert was_ held 
on the Mall. Park Commissioner Cabot Ward, Oscar 
Strauss, Ambassador Bakhmetieff and others spoke, and 
all received-a tremendous.ovation. Other later entertain- 
ments included a luncheon and reception at the hotel Bilt- 
more, under the auspices of the Russian-American Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The members of the War Commission 
bade farewell to their friends on July 11 and left New 
York city for different places, the exact cities being kept 
secret. Some of the Russian army representatives will 
remain in New York for a short time, it is understood, to 
finish some war work. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Olympia, which ran aground near Block 
Island, N.Y., last month, has been refloated and the dam- 
age, it is reported, was slight. 

The American merchant steamer Orleans, of the Ori- 
ental Navigation Company, which was recently sunk by 
a German submarine, had a U.S. Navy gun crew aboard. 
Its members included William B. Crist, chief gunner’s 
mate, Lynn, Mass., and seaman Ernest E. King, Rutland, 
Vt.; David M. McClenaghan, Claremont, N.H.; Edmond 
J. Norton, East Boston, Mass. All the gun crew was 
saved but four of the steamer’s crew were drowned. Chief 
Gunner’s Mate Crist has been in the Navy nine years, 
and has a wife and child living in Chelsea, Mass. 

The Bath Shipbuilding Company, of Bath, Me., was 
advised by the Navy Department on July 7, that it had 
been awarded a contract for the construction of four 
torpedo-boat destroyers at cost plus ten per cent. The 
company was recently authorized to build five destroyers, 
one of which is now on the stocks. 

Divers from the torpedo ‘station at Newport, 5 my Brae | 
is reported, have located the uncharted rock in Block 
Jsland Sound on which the U.S.S. Olympia struck re- 
cently. ; 

Secretary Daniels has commended Ensign W. 8S. Hac- 
tor and Coxswain George F. Schad, of the Hancock and 
Chief Btsn. Mate G. C. Legg, U.S.N., of the Potomac, for 
their efficient work in towing the steamship President 
from San Juan, P.R. to Philadelphia, Pa. Ensign Hactor 
was commended for his excellent seamanship; Schad for 
his general excellent work and for his action in standing 
by the anchor engine, risking death in order to prevent 
the bitter end of the cable from passing out from the 
-chain pipe, and Chief Btsn. Mate Legg for his work in 
getting the starboard anchor ready for letting go after 
the port anchor had been lost and the ship was adrift 
without steam and headed for the beach. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Coxswain Walter B. 
Werner and Gun. Mate Paul V. Quintero, for gallantry 
in jumping overboard from the Michigan and saving a 
shipmate who was trying to commit suicide by drowning. 
While the water was smooth the men exhibited prompt- 
ness and courage in that the man they attempted to save 
fought his rescuers and had to be subdued by force. 

A squadron of the U.S. Navy arrived at Montevideo, 
Uruguay, on the afternoon of July 11 and was escorted 
into the harbor by warships of that country. Thousands 
gathered to witness the arrival of the Americans, and 
the business was virtually suspended. The city was con- 
fusely decorated in honor of the visitors. At the Amer- 
ican Legation, R. E. Jeffrey, the American Minister, 
and other members of the Diplomatic Corps were as- 
sembled. Dr. Zorrilla made a speech in which he said 
Uruguay and the United States were born of the same 
mother—democracy. Rear Admiral William B. Caper- 
ton, U.S.N., commander of the American squadron, re- 
sponded, saying that in all his years of service he had 
never met enthusiasm of such warmth or spontaneity. 
This, he declared, demonstrated that Uruguay was ani- 
mated by a democratic spirit. President Viera received 
the American commander and his staff at the Govern- 
a House. He was attended by all the cabinet min- 
sters.

Twenty non-commissioned officers of the United States 
Marine Corps recently qualified for appointment as pro- 
visional second lieutenants, and were so enrolled, pending 
their nomination, confirmation, and receipt of commissions 
as second lieutenants for a probationary period of two 
years.

Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., commanding the 
Western Department, received an order from Secre- 
tary Baker on July 12 to make an investigation of the 
activities of the I:W.W. agitators, who are reported to 
be terrorizing sections of Arizona, California, Idaho, 
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Montana, Oregon and Washington. Mr. Baker directed 
General Liggett to take such steps as are necessary to 
handle the situation. 





It has been decided by the War Department that of- 
ficers of the Regular Army belonging to the regular garri- 
sons of posts within the United States, or officers as- 
signed thereto for station, including the families of of- 
ficers temporarily “absent on duty, shall not be displaced 
from the quarters occupied by them at their permanent 
stations by Reserve, National Guard or temporary off- 
cers. In this connection attention is invited to Section 
II, Bulletin 35, War Department, 1917. The War De- 
partment instructions to department commanders further 
say: “If the organizations to which such Reserve, Na- 
tional Guard or temporary officers belong are quartered 
in tents or cantonments, the officers will likewise be fur- 
nished tent or cantonment quarters. If, on the other 
hand, these organizations be quartered in barracks, the 
officers will be quartered in bachelor quarters if available, 
or if bachelor quarters be not available, the department 
commander may set aside for their use such other quar- 
ters as may be available. Quarters will not be furnished 
for the families of Reserve, National Guard or temporary 
officers, except that the families of non-commissioned of- 
ficers holding temporary or reserve commissions may con- 
tinue to occupy the quarters occupied by them before 
being. commissioned. Regular officers holding temporary 
commissions may be permitted to occupy vacant married 
pw gy? quarters at their temporary stations, if they so 

esire.’ / 
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Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N.,. again urges 
the need for offensive aerial operations against the Ger- 
man fleet and the U-boat bases if the Allies expect to 
win the war before 1919, in a second letter to Alan R. 
Hawley, president of the Aero Club of America. Steps 
should be taken immediately, he writes, to build large 
air fleets of seaplanes while building the fleet of air- 
planes for aerial operations on the western front. 
“Purely defensive measures,’ Admiral Fiske adds, “have 
never accomplished anything in war except to delay dis- 
aster. Inasmuch as the allied armies cannot possibly 
win the war if the submarines are permitted to con- 
tinue their depredations, it becomes absolutely essential 
that some means be brought to bear against them. No 
means gives any reasonable promise except aeronautical 
means.” ‘The Aero Club has resolved to lay Admiral 
Tiske’s letter before the Council of National Defense. 
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Secretary Daniels recommended to Congress on July 
12 that an additional $100,000,000 be appropriated to 
enable the Government to build more destroyers and sub- 
marine chasers and expedite the construction of those 
under contract. In a letter to Chairman Fitzgerald, of 
the House Appropriation Committee, Mr. Daniels stated 
that the emergency naval fund of $115,000,000 had been 
entirely obligated. He added: “The present and probable 
future military situation is such as to render imperative 
a rapid and continuous supply of new destroyers. A 
failure in this program would seriously embarrass the 
Government in its plans for the successful prosecution 
of the war. This program cannot be provided for unless 
funds are available.” 
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It is learned that no official orders were sent out by 
the War Department to Governors of states incident to 


calling out the National Guard, the Department holding 
that the President’s proclamation was supra an official 
order binding upon all concerned. On July 12, however, 
Adjutant Gen. Henry P. McCain, U.S.A., was advised 
that some confusion was resulting, and he telegraphed 
each Governor a copy of the proclamation. At the same 
time the Militia Bureau sent to state Adjutants Gen- 
eral a formal notification that the proclamation would 
hold as a special order, and that they were to proceed 
with the mobilization on the dates previously assigned.

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Major Palmer E. Pierce, U.S<A;, as president of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association, has issued a 
letter calling a meeting of the association in Washington 
on Aug. 2, at the New Willard Hotel in Washington, 
to discuss the prospects for inter-collegiate athletics dur- 
ing the next college year and to recommend, if possible, a 
program that would appeal to all parts of the country 
as best suited to safeguard the country’s interests in the 
present critical situation and at the same time to. pre- 
serve college athletics, so far as they may be kept up 
without detriment to military needs. 
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Three of the 300 submarine chasers contracted for 
by the Navy Department are ready for use; twenty-five 
are expected to be delivered next month, fifty in Sep- 
tember, 150 in October, and the remainder in Novem- 
ber. The status of the engine contracts is not so favor- 
able, the builders explaining that they have been delaycd 
through failure to obtain patterns. The question of 
whether additional contracts will be let is still an open 
one. 
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The War Department has decided that as a general 
policy no Regular officers shall be assigned to the Na- 
tional Guard to command anything less than a brigade, 
except in the cases of composite units made up from two 
or more states, Practically every Engineer regiment is 
such a composite unit and almost without exception, it 
can be stated officially, these regiments will be com- 
manded by officers from the Corps of Engineers of the 
Army with the temporary rank of colonel. 
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Information has been received from Admiral Knapp 
in San Domingo city that Vicentico Evangelista, the 
bandit leader who recently murdered the two American 
engineers near La Romana Plantation, with a band of 
about 225 surrendered with their arms. Vicentica 
was sent to Macoris as a prisoner, where he attempted 
to escape early on the morning of July 6, and was 
instantly killed by the guard on duty.

Brig. Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General, 
U.S.A., has sent the following communication to depart- 
ment commanders: “The offense of desertion in tithe of 
war is punishable by death or such other punishment as 
a court-martial may direct, and it is, therefore, a capital 
offense.

partment commander. Yop are, therefore, instructed te 
take into consideration the expense involved in pre- 
curing the personal attendance of witnesses, in addition 
to any items of expense heretofore considered, in de- 
termining whether alleged deserters in time of war shall 
be tried where they may be returned to military: control, 
at the place where their commands may be serving, or 
whether they shall be sent to the United States Dis- 
a Barracks at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., for 
jal.

309..{1) On and after July 4, 1917, uniform is prescribed 
at all times for officers and enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
on active duty serving at stations where the wearing of uni- 
forms is not now obligatory.

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THE AIRCRAFT BILL. 


After completing the hearings on the bill providing 
for a great fleet of aircraft for the Army, the last of 
which took place on July 10, the House Committee on 
Military Affairs began on tne following day the work 
of revising the bill, and reached a unanimous agree- 
ment on July 12 as to reporting the perfected bill to 
the House on July 13. At the suggestion of the Secre- 
tary of War, as well as members of the committee, the 
bill will furnish few details as to the number of ma- 
chines or men to be attached to the Aviation Service. 
As it stood when the hearings ended the bill calls for a 
first appropriation of $639,000,000. am 

Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.O., U.S.A., ex- 
plained to the House Committee in detail on July 9 the 
proposed bill for a personnel. He said the work on the 
fleet is to be carried along as one unit in the Army Sig- 
nal Corps, with a greatly amplified machinery for oper- 
ating it. The details have been so carefully worked out 
that the War Department can start the construction of 
airplanes in two or three months. General Squier 
said that, with the airships, engines, supplies and men 
provided for in the program the Allies, now about on 
equal terms with Germany in aviation strength, would 
hold a material balance of power. He declared the ad- 
ditional air machines would prove a powerful force in 
the waging of the war. é 

The Aircraft Production Board, acting for the Gov- 
ernment, is prepared to place contracts for the con- 
struction of airplames, motors and parts in large num- 
bers the moment the pending bill becomes a law. All 
records have been broken in designing, manufacturing 
and giving the preliminary tests to the new standard- 
ized American motor. A large number of experts and 
engineers worked on the design together. After the 
motor was manufactured in different plants and as- 
sembled, the latest French specifications were received. 
Curiously enough the new American motor approximates 
the latest French design in all essentials. There is a 
difference of a few pounds in weight and a considerable 
increase in power in the American motor. Many auto- 
mobile plants are installing machinery for the con- 
struction of aircraft motors. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars will have been spent by_different plants before 
a single contract is awarded. It is predicted that in 
three months or less the motor will have been perfected 
and airplane and automobile plants will be turning them 
out in large volume. ‘ 

Although 22,000 airplanes is the largest number men- 
tioned in any estimates of the aircraft program under 
the new bill the aviation journal Flying is still talking 
about our needing 100,000 airplanes “to save the (sic) 
Allies from defeat.” Captain de la Grange, of the 
French army’s aviation corps, who is now in this coun- 
try, has given an official interview on the subject which 
shows that in the production of even’4,500 airplanes for 
the French army in 1916 the French factories “had to 
make a tremendous effort.” He added this statement, 
which seems astonishingly modest when compared to 
talk about 100,000 flying machines: “There are about 
3,000 Allied airplanes against the same number of Ger- 
man machines. Imagine what would happen if America 
suddenly threw in the balance of 4,000 or 5,000 more 
airplanes in 1918. This would mean that there would 
be against each German airplane two or three Allied 
ones, and if during an attack. the Allies concentrated 
their aerial forces, there could be five or six Allied 
machines to one German in the area where the attack 
was being carried on. This would establish the abso- 
lute superiority of the Allied aviation.” ws 

“If the American Government wishes to,” he con- 
tinued, “before April 1, 1918, it can have a_ tremendous 
aero fleet. Suppose it decided to have only 5,000 planes 
and 10,000 motors. In order to keep that number of 
airplanes always at the front it will be necessary to 
build 2,000 planes and 4,000 motors per month, viz.: 
18,000 planes and 36,000 motors during the next nine 
months. Thereforé, between Jan. 1, 1918, and Dec. 31, 
1918, the United States must build 22,000 planes and 
46,000 motors. This means a great effort on the part 
of American factories. They can make this effort, as 
they have already the buildings, the workmen and, part 
of the machinery needed. They have also a large num- 
ber of the best scientists and technicians. The size of 
the orders given them will insure obtaining the money 
necessary to organize the plants for their construction.” 
According to this estimate of an officer who has had ex- 
perience in the best flying corps in the world, it would 
take us nearly five years to produce the 100,000 air- 
planes talked of so glibly by the editor of Flying.

Senate bill, S. 1720, providing for the awarding by 
the President in the name of Congress of medals of 
honor and distinguished service medals for gallantry 
to officers and enlisted men of the Army, was passed by 
the Senate July 12 without a record vote. Recipients 
of such medals would receive an increase of $2 a month 
in pay. 

The Senate on July 9 passed S. 148, authorizing the 
President. in his discretion, “to appoint, by and with 
the consent of the Senate, Harry Graham, formerly a 
captain of Infantry, a captain of Infantry, to take rank 
at the foot of the list of captains of Infantry; and that 
no back pay or allowances shall accrue as a result of 
the passage of this act, and there shall be no increase 
in the total number of captains of Infantry now author- 
ized by law by reason of the passage of this act.” 


The Senate on June 9 passed S.J. Res. 11, “to sus- 
pend, during the present war with Germany, the re- 
quirement that not less than $100 worth of labor shall 
be performed or improvements made on each mining 
claim during each year for all owners who, in lieu of 
such assessment work, expend the sum of $100 in the 
raising or manufacturing of products necessary for the 
maintenance of the Army, Navy, or people of the United 
States, or shall perform twenty-five days of labor in 
any beneficial occupation, or pay into the Treasury of 
the United States $100.” 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Lodge 


to the bill (H.R. 4897).to amend Section 10 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of June 3, 1916, follows: 

Hereafter the Dental Corps shall consist of commissioned 

officers of the same grades and proportionally distributed 
among such grades as are now or may hereafter be provided 
by law for the Medical Corps, who shall have rank, pay and 
allowances of officers of corresponding grades in Medical Corps, 
including right to retirement as in case of other officers, and 
there shall be one dental officer for every 1,000 of total 
strength of Regular Army, authorized from time to time by 
law: Provided, That all laws relating to examination of officers 
of Medical Corps for promotion shall be applicable to officers 
of Dental Corps: Provided further, That dental examining and 
review boards shall consist of one officer of Medical Corps 
and two officers of Dental Corps: And provided further, That 
immediately following approval of this act all dental surgeons 
then in active service shall be recommissioned in Dental 
Corps in grades herein authorized in order of their seniority 
and without loss of relative rank in Army: And provided 
further, That first lieutenants in Medical Department shall be 
promoted to grade of captain upon completion of three years 
service in that grade in Medical Department and upon passing 
examinations prescribed by President for promotion. 
_ Reimbursement of officers, enlisted men, and others 
in the naval Service for personal property lost in battle 
or by shipwreck is proposed in a draft of_a bill sub- 
mitted to the House July 11 by Secretary Daniels. It 
would apply only to the loser and would not authorize 
claims from estates. 





COMMISSIONS FOR CONTRACT SURGEONS. 


A bill, H.R. 5318, was introduced in the House July 
3 by Mr. Hulbert to commission acting assistant or con- 
tract surgeons of U.S. Army who have served in the 
Army for a period of at least three months to be first 
lieutenants in U.S. Medical Reserve Corps, and to add 
to Medical Corps of Army in case of necessity. The 
text follows: 


H.R. 5318.—Whereas the Act of April 23, 1908, which pro- 
vided for the Medical Corps, a Medical Reserve Corps, and a 
Hospital Corps, a Nurse Corps, and dental surgeons as now 
authorized by law; and 

Whereas 160 acting assistant or contract surgeons of the 
U.S. Army who were then in service of U.S. and who were 
employed under standard contracts by War Department made 
with them by Surgeon General of Army were recommended 
for commissions as first lieutenants in Medical Reserve Corps 
of U.S. Army and these commissions bore date of July 7, 
1908, when 159 of them accepted and were. given commissions 
for active service with Army at stations at which they were 
serving at time they were commissioned, and by passage of 
above act the title of acting assistant or contract surgeon of 
U.S. Army ceased to exist, the Surgeon General stating that 
‘*by action detailed above, status of all contract surgeons has 
been changed to that of commissioned officers, and great benefit 
should ultimately result from correcting former unpleasant 
and anomalous positions of these gentlemen” (see page 103, 
Report of Surgeon General of Army, 1908): Therefore 

Be it enacted, etc., That all acting assistant or contract 
surgeons of U.S. Army who have served under standard con- 
tracts, agreeably to Army regulations, and under orders of 
commanding officers with troops in field, at Army posts, in 
U.S general hospitals, or who performed whatever duties re- 
quired of medical officers under orders of superior authority, 
and who were not commissioned in Medical Reserve 
Corps at time of passage of this act, be commissioned as first 
lieutenants of U.S. Medical Reserve Corps, date of commission 
to be date of entry into service as acting assistant or contract 
surgeon in U.S. Army, and date of discharge to be date when 
service as acting assistant surgeon of S. Army or contract 
surgeon was honorably terminated: Provided, That no extra 
pay or allowance be granted or awarded to them other than 
ee they have already received by virtue of passage of this 
act. 

Sec. 2. That Surgeon General of Army is hereby authorized 


and permitted by this act to recommend for commissions for © 


active service in U.S.M.R.C., in case of necessity, any physi- 
cians who have served as commissioned medical officers in the 
Volunteer service of U.S., in National Guard‘or Militia, and 
any acting assistant surgeon of U.S. Army or contract surgeon 
who have served for a period of at least three months as such 
and whose services have been honorably terminated, provided 
they are mentally and physically qualified to perform duties 
required of them by Surgeon General of Army; but when they 
are commissioned for active service and ordered on duty they 
shall receive compensation of grade to which they are com- 
missioned in U.S. Med. Reserve Corps. 
Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect immediately.

West Point, N.Y., July 11, 1917. 

’ The event of the week was the moving to camp of the cadets 
in barracks on Saturday, the First Classmen having finished 
their academic work on that day.

In preparation for their approaching departure for the battle- 
fields of Europe nearly 150 enlisted men in the Signal and Engi- 
neer Corps stationed at Fort Leavenworth have asked the post 
Y.M.C.A. to supply a course in French language, and as a re- 
sult a regular night school is now being conducted for the 
men. French-is the study most in demand, but other subjects 
are also offered. College graduates selected from the soldiers do 
the teaching under supervision of Y.M.C.A. secretaries. The 
night school has just opened, but in a few weeks it is hoped 
to have the work on a thoroughly organized basis. The greatest 
difficulty which the secretaries have to contend with in the 
matter is the constant changes in the ranks of both students 
and teachers. Nearly all the men now acting as teachers will 
leave in a short while and new ones will have to be secured for 
their places. The soldiers who are studying also are constantly 
changing, but notwithstanding this handicap indications are 
that the school will be successful. Edward Slusser, general 
secretary of the Y.M.C.A., is confident that the night school will 
be of much value to the soldiers. He has placed Assistant 
Secretary A. B. Parks, formerly a teacher in a Kansas City 
high school, in charge of the educational work, and Howard T. 
Cox, another assistant, also aids in this work. There are at 
present five different subjects taught here. There are two 
French classes, ome in trigonometry, two in typewriting, one in 
algebra and one in geometry. Each class meets two nights 
each week. It is planned to have four French classes as soon 
as possible. As soon as the work is completely organized an 
attendance of between 250 and 300 every evening of the schoel 
is expected. Night schools are being opened at every Army 
post by tbe Y.M.C.A., and it is planned to have courses in each 
school eorrespond, so that when a student is ordered from 
one station to another he will be able to take up his studies at 
the new post. 

Two special trains took away 885 Signal Corps soldiers from 
Fort Leavenworth last week. Their destination was not given 
out. There remain 700 Signal Corps soldiers in training here 
and new recruits are coming in daily. Two battalions will be 
organized and drilled here, and when formed they will be re- 
tained five or six months and up to the time they are sent to 
field duty abroad.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 

Arrangements have been made for the construction at the 
Balboa yards on the Panama Canal of a 120-foot steel, single 
screw vessel for use in and around New York Harbor in the 
place of the old revenue cutter Manhattan. On two occasions 
bids were invited from private builders, but the resulting 
proposals in every case exceeded the appropriation, even when 
this was raised to $185,000. With a few minor modifications 
in the original plans the vessel will be constructed at Balboa 
within the appropriation, 

A Boston firm has built for the Coast Guard three boats of 
the sea-Sled type for use around Boston and on the Mississippi 
and Ohio Rivers. Two of these boats are twenty-six feet in 
length and cost $7,515 each, and one is thirty feet, costing 
$9,465. The vessels have all successfully passed their trial 
trips and have been officially accepted. They are expected to 
develop thirty miles an hour without trouble. 


NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 





Governor Gunter of Colorado on July 6 issued an order di- 
recting Adjutant General Baldwin to mobilize the National Guard 
on July 7. The order affects 3,952 men. Those engaged in 
farming duties are allowed to wait until Aug. 1. The object 
of the mobilization, the Governor said, is to have the guards- 
men ready for service on Aug. 5, when they are to be drafted 
into Federal service. ‘ 

Adjutant General Dickson of Illinois has appointed a board 
of ‘inquiry to convene in East St. Louis at once to inquire 
into all matters pertaining to the conduct of officers and men, 
as well as the conduct of civilian and civil authorities, incident 
to the conditions existing at the time of the tumult and riot, 
or in any way affecting the situation at the time the troops 
reached the scene thereof and subsequent thereto. 

Governor Whitman of New York has approved a project for 
parades of all organizations of the National Guard in the state 
just before they start for Federal camps in the South. In every 
city of the state where a National Guard organization exists, 
and especially in New York city, the public will have an oppor- 
tunity to see the troops on parade. The Guard will be mobilized 
into the Federal service on July 15, and, according to unofficial 
advices from Washington, they will go to Spartanburg, 8.0. 
on or about Aug. 5, All the troops that have proper armories 
will be assembled therein on July 15, but those who. have not 
will be sent directly to Camp Whitman, at Beekman, N.Y. 
These units consist of the 15th Infantry, the 4th Field Hos- 
pital, the 4th Ambulance Company, and the division trains. 

The compilation of figures for July 7, 1917, at Division 
Headquarters of the National Guard of New York shows that 
there are 85,453 enlisted men and 1,200 officers now in the 
Service. The maximum strength for the state is 41,500 
officers and-men. This left 4,847 to be added to the list. :

The two contingents will 
parade daily. Small detachments will be sent to the outlying 
districts on ‘'buses. Alexander J. Hemphill, chairman of the 
Recruiting Committee, is arranging entertainments for the 
Highlanders.

R. W. S. asks: Under present regulations is it possible for 
a man to hold a commission in the U.S. Army while under 
twenty-one years of age? I am informed that appointments 
as commissioned officers were awarded to men who especially 
merited this promotion in the Civil War, and wonder if a man 
who was exceptionally well qualified in every way would be 
appointed a ‘‘proyisional’’ officer in the present war, even 
though under twenty-one years of age. Answer: Candidates 
must be at least twenty-one for appointment as provisional 
lieutenant. Such appointment contemplates permanent commis- 
sion in two years. For temporary commissions in the National 
Army, as distinctive from provisional appointments in the 
Regular Army, age restrictions would not operate. See an- 
swer to Candidate. 

CANDIDATE asks: I was admitted to the Reserve officers’ 
training camp when below the minimum age limit and on Aug. 
11 at the close of camp will be four months under twenty-one. 
If I demonstrate my adaptability for an officer what will 
probably be done with my case? A recent bulletin from The 
Adjutant General of the Army states that the Act of Congress 
approved May 18, 1917, provides for the temporary appoint- 
ment of commissioned officers, regardless of age. Am I eligible 
for such appointment? Answer: Yes. 

G. L. P. asks: During the playing of the national anthem 
should officers and men without arms uncover, as has been the 
custom, or should they stand at the position of salute until 
the last note of the music is played? Answer: ‘‘If in uniform, 
covered or uncevered, or in civilian clothes, uncovered, they 
shall salute at the first note of the anthem, retaining the 
position of a salute until the last note of the anthem. If not 
jin uniform and covered, they shall uncover at the first note of 
the anthem, holding the headdress opposite the left shoulder 
and so remain until its close, except that in inclement weather 
the headdress may be slightly raised,’’ 

G. W.—Under present conditions not possible to make in- 
quiry you desire. Apply through channel to the Bureau of 
Navigation.

A. J. M. asks: Having served three years and two months 
of continuous service in the U.S. Army, I was discharged on 
surgeon’s certificate of disability; reason, hernia, for which I 
refused an operation. Discharge was in line of duty. After 
being in civilian life for one month I applied to The Adjutant 
General of the Army for re-enlistment and was re-enlisted. 
Am I not entitled to an additional enlistment period, being 
in my first when discharged? I was sefving a seven-year en- 
listment period. Answer: No; you were not discharged for 
convenience of Government and had not served a full period. 

J.C. A. A. asks: How can an enlisted man, qualified for it, 
apply for band leader in one of the new bands? Answer: 
Apply to The A.G. through the channel. 

M. J. L. asks: (1) Is am ex-soldier, sailor or marine exempt 
from conscription? (2) What bonus is paid to a soldier in 
the event of his being drafted? (3) Can a soldier receive 
permission to attend the R.O.T. camps, that is if he is on 
Reserve at present time! Answer: (1) If he is entirely out 
of the Service and under thirty-one, no. (2) None. (3) If 
he is on the Reserve, it might not be considered necessary for 
him to go to camp. Let him apply to The A.G. of his de- 
partment for permission to take examination for the O.R.C. 

H. V. K.—For information regarding examination for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenants, Regular Army, apply to The 
Adjutant General, or see Special Regulations No. 1, which 
should be on file at your post.

MRS. J. H. W.—The article in our issue of June 2 does not 
purport to show what organizations we have in the United 
States Army, but is a condensation of a 76-page pamphlet 
showing on what plan and in what numbers the various units 
shall be put together to form divisions and brigades when such 
organization is ordered. In the issue of May 5 we showed 
how the National (or selective draft) Army would be consti- 
tuted. As for the Regular Army, the President cn May 18 
directed the extension of the Army to full strength authorized 
in the National Defense Act. When this order is earried to 
eompletion we shall have in the mobile Army sixty-four regi- 
ments of Infantry, twenty-five of Cavalry and twenty-one of 
Field Artillery. Eventually our Regular Army is expected to 
be formed into seven divisions. The enlisted strength of the 
Regular Army, when fully recruited, will be about 293,000. 
Of these the Coast Artillery will have 30,009 men. 

A. B. D.—For flag etiquette, see the Army and Navy Regu- 
lations, the Infantry Drill Regulations, and a circular issued 
by The Adjutant General April 14, 1917, and reprinted in the 
Congressional Record of June 14. 

C. L. asks: If an enlisted man with fifteen years’ naval

17, 
with reference to the supply company of an Infantry regiment, 
was to be amended in bill S. 1786 to make it possible for the 
President to increase that company by a certain number of 
grades.

The employees of the local navy yard made a fine showing 
in the Liberty Bond campaign, the subscriptions reaching the 
gratifying total of $173,000, almost double the amount ex- 
pected. In several of the shops 100 per cent. of the workmen 
subscribed, while the total for the yard was eighty-three per 
cent. of the total number of workmen. The average per 
subscriber was $88. The men started in with the intention 
of raising $100,000 and erected a big thermometer with the 
$100,000 mark at the top as the goal to which they strived 
to attain, but it was soon secn that this was inadequate and 
it was necessary to abandon the thermometer. In addition to 
the big total raised by the workmen the enlisted personnel’ 
subscribed over $11,000,

ISLAND OF GUAM. 
Guam, May 21, 1917. 

Items from the Guam News-Letter for May are the following: 

On April 30, 1917, the interned personnel of the German 
cruiser Cormoran, rescued by American forces after the sink- 
ing of the ship on April 7 and made prisoners of war in Guam, 
were placed aboard the U.S.A. transport Thomas for transfer 
to the United States. The draft consisted of twenty officers, 
twelve warrant officers and 289 enlisted men. Capt. C. H. 
Metcalf, U.S.M.C., with a guard of fifty-eight enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps, was detailed in charge of the prisoners of 
war for the trip on board the Thomas. Twenty-eight New 
Guinea men, “Blackies,”’ were retained in Guam. Thev do not 
withstand climates other than tropical. Four civilian Chinamen 
rescued from the Cormoran were released, Splendid progress 
is being made by the newly organized Guam Militia. Indeed, 
the aptitude displayed by the young men of Guam for military 
training is a revelation to all. The Corps of Guam Cadets has 
heen increased to 120, and as a volunteer organization the esprit 
de corps is excellent and commendable,

Hon. William Jennings Price, American Minister to Panama, 
was the speaker at last Sunday evening’s song service, giving 
the men an excellent talk on character building. Chaplain Mil- 
ler is making these weekly evening services most interesting 
and a source of much help to the men. The Chaplain is now 
fixing up a recreation hall and reading-room in one of the 
old barracks, and through correspondence with many firms and 
individuals, interested in the welfare of our soldiers, he has 
had donated about a thousand books, which will make an ex- 
cellent library. 

After the service Sunday evening, Chaplain and Mrs. Miller 
had as supper guests Minister Price and Colonel Johnson. 
Major and Mrs. J. K. Miller dined informally with Colonel 
Johnson last evening, going down to Colon to-day, where Mrs. 
Miller will take the Panama R.R. boat for New York. She 
is going to West Point, to be near her son, Cadet William 
Miller, while in camp for their summer maneuvers. Mrs. 
Wilford Twyman was a guest of Mrs. Ira Fravel yesterday for 
luncheon at the Tivoli. 
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CAMP SITE AT WACO, TEXAS. 
Waco, Texas, June 24, 1917. 

When the War Department takes charge of the terri- 
tory to be included in the training camp at Waco, it will 
hold several thousand acres of the most fertile land in 
Texas, now growing crops of corn, cotton and small 
grain; where trees are so numerous there is a forest, land 
bounded by flowing streams, mountain and valley, a long 
strip four to five miles wide and at least fifteen miles 
in length. There are homes that can be utilized for the 
purposes of the Army, modern, comfortable and elaborate. 
There has never been any doubt that the Waco camp 
site would be selected since Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, U.S.A., looked it over eighteen months ago. His 
ability to select camp sites is well-known, and when he in- 
dicated to his aid, Captain Booth, his approval, it was evi- 
dent that his report would be favorable, although he did 
not say so. Then came our entry in the war, and Waco 
was again given consideration. A new board of officers 
came to look it over, and carried with them a mental 
picture of what has been declared the most logical camp 
site in the south. 

The lands lie northwest and west of the city of Waco, 
just outside the corporate limits. East of the camp site 
is the Brazos river, a stream of bends and curves. Just 
north is the Bosque (pronounced Bos-ke), a_ triangle 
where the Bosque empties into the Brazos. There are three 
branches of the Bosque, Main, Middle and South, and 
these meander for the boundary, except on the south, 
where there is an asphalt highway. There are high 
bluffs overlooking the land. Standing upon an eminence 
is the summer home of William Waldo Cameron, a 
millionaire lumberman, with its 600 acres all in tillage, 
included in the property turned over to the Government. 
This will probably be general headquarters, and is one 
of the most modern and comfortable homes in the south; 
in its time the scene of some of the most elaborate so- 
cial affairs ever given in Texas. It is equipped with 
all modern conveniences. ‘There are other houses, one 





the handsome residence of County Clerk John W. Baker. 
There are 10,000 to 12,000 acres of land, and this will 
provide every character of drill ground. There will be 





a place for an ‘artillery target range, rivers for swim- 
ming and training men to cross streams, ground suf- 
ficient for every kind of maneuver. Included are six 
artesian wells, but the camp proper will get its water 
supply from the city system that includes ten wells 
from 1800 to 2050 feet deep, that can deliver ten million 
gallons daily, from a pumping plant installed at a cost 
ot $400,000. 

Waco is the geographical center of the state. The 
county, McLennan, was organized in 1850. The city 
of Waco was laid out in 1849. The county produces 
100,000 bales of cotton annually. Waco has many manu- 
facturing industries, natural gas, a fine street car system, 
a million dollar electric plant, and the tallest sky- 
scraper in the southwest, twenty-two stories high. 
At Waco is located Baylor University, of the Baptist 
General Convention of Texas, providing excellent educa- 
tional facilities, in addition to the extensive public 
school system of the city. Every religious denomination 
is represented, and there are social clubs and a country 
club. Seven railroads serve the transportation interests. 
Cameron Park, containing 100 acres, which adjoins the 
camp site, is one of the most beautiful natural parks 
in the south. Waco people are extremely cordial and 
courteous. It is a city built in a park, because of so 
many trees throughout the residence section. The popu- 
lation is about 40, ; the county population 90,000. 
The system of bitulithic streets and the million dollar 
highway system in the county makes touring car travel 
especially enjoyable. 
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ARMY AIRPLANE FLIGHT AT WACO. 
Waco, Texas, July 2, 1917. 

Army Airplane No. 291, which was to have landed 
on the aviation field at Waco at noon on July 2, plunged 
nose first into a field of corn and was badly wrecked. 
Those who traveled with it were unconscious when the 
spectators reached them, but no one was seriously in- 
jured. The mishap occurred within view of several 
thousand spectators who were gathered to welcome the 
coming of the birdmen. One of those in the damaged 
plane was an officer who was making his first trip to 
the place of his birth, since he has been commissioned 
a captain of Cavalry from the officers’ training camp. 

Five Army planes were to fly from San Antonio to 
Waco and land at the field of the Waco School of Avia- 
tion. The start from San Antonio, a couple of hundred 
miles away. was made at 9:30 a.m. It was 11:48 when 
the first plane was sighted and at 11:55 Capt. T. S. 
Bowen, Signal Corps, U.S.A., in charge of the squad- 
ron, carrying Corpl. Edward Ankurs as observer and 
mechanician, landed safely. Directly behind him came 
another machine, these being the only two in sight. The 
second machine made «n extra swing about the field, so 
as to allow Captain Bowen to bring his machine to a 
stop. ‘There was a heavy gust of wind, and the machine 
gave a tilt when about 200 feet above ground. When 
forty or fifty feet above ground it made a plunge to the 
earth and buried its nose in the corn field. Capt. Max- 
well Kirby, U.S.A., Aviation Section, driving the 
plane, and Capt. Ralph Fairchild, observer and _passen- 
ger, were found unconscious. Captain Fairchild was 
taken to a sanitarium, where he was soon revived. Cap- 
tain Kirby revived immediately after being taken from 
the seat, and neither was injured seriously. Captain 
Fairchild was born and reared in Waco. He spent last 
year on the border with the Texas National Guard. 
When the officers’ training camp opened he was ad- 
mitted and his military experience earned for him a 
commission as captain of Cavalry. : 

At 3:30 o’clock the third machine arrived, driven by 
Capt. M. F. Davis, U.S.A., Ist Aero Squadron, accom- 
panied by Corpl. R. P. Jacobson, observer and mechani- 
cian. Captain Davis had to make a landing at Bartlett 
because of engine trouble. He rested there three hours 
and continued his flight. Two other machines that 
started did not finish the trip. One returned to San 
Antonio and one made a landing near Austin because of 
engine trouble. 

While the airships were in Waco, the officers that 
came with them were taken for an inspection of the 
site of the training camp, and were. entertained in the 
home of William Waldo Cameron, millionaire lumber 
man, and a dance was given in their honor. 
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CLUBS FOR OUR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


A club room for sailors of the U.S. Navy stationed at 
the Atlantic entrance to the Panama Canal is to be 
established on the first floor of the old hotel building at 
Cristobal. This is made possible by the opening of the 
new concrete restaurant building at Cristobal on 
June 14. 

Some of the members of the Comfort Committee of the 
Navy League of the United States in New York city 
have been furnishing a room (entire floor) which has 
been donated as a club to be known as “The Navy Club.” 
The name was selected by Rear Admiral N. R. Usher, 
commandant of the New York Navy Yard, and the club 
was opened in his presence on Monday evening, July 2, at 
509 Fifth avenue. The club room, on the fifth floor, will 
be open every day from two p.m. until twelve midnight 
for the sailors, marines, Naval Reservists and the sailors 
of our Allies (in uniform) for rest and recreation. Every- 
thing has been donated. The work and expense have 
been borne by individuals, not by the Navy League or the 
Comfort Committee. 

Among those who have been most actively interested 
in establishing the new club are Mrs. William H. 
Hamilton, Miss Margaret Hamilton and Mrs. Barton 
Iu. Keen. Of the plans of the club, Mrs. Keen writes: 
“Tt is for the sailors, marines, men of the Naval Re- 
serve and Naval Militia, and the sailors of our Allies. 
Their membership card is their uniform. The room is 
to be opened every day from 2 p.m. until midnight. 
The men can also go there after 10 a.m. if they wish. 
From 5 to 7 p.m. there will be a buffet supper, where 
the men can buy coffee, chocolate, or tea; ginger ale, 
sarsaparilla, orangeade, ete.; sandwiches and cakes, at 
cost price. If the House Committee, consisting of two 
men from each branch, want the same accommodations 
in the evening, we stand ready. Our only desire is that 
the men consider the club theirs and run it as they 
want it. As Admiral Usher said, they are to visit the 
club whenever they have a chance and to spread the 
news.” 

“A very kind act has recently been done by the women 
and girls of El Paso, Texas,” writes a correspondent 
there, “for one of the regiments under orders for the 
field. When the wish was expressed by the Colonel of 
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the regiment for comfort bags for his men, there were only 
four days before the regiment should leave El Paso. A 
number of women hurriedly started the work, first over 
the telephone; then the city Times and Herald asked for 
bags. The second day the work was well on its way and 
in four days the 1,550 bags were practically finished and 
turned over to the Colonel to pack instead of issue as was 
first planned. Women from every walk of life contrib- 
uted a bag or helped the work. Mrs. Akards’ home was 
chosen as the place to send the bags. Mrs. Searles, Mrs. 
Orndorff, Mrs. Lamier, of the Women’s Club, through 
the kindness of the president, Mrs. Stevens, and the for- 
mer president, Mrs. Southerland; Mrs. Birddus, Mrs. 
Smith and Mrs. Turner, of the Red Cross Sewing class, 
and their helpers; the Wade Hampton Chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, under the charge of Mrs. 
Bryan; the girls A-B Club, high school girls, and younger 
girls of the city—all helped the Colonel of the Regiment in 
making acknowledgment of their generous response. In 
the columns of the Herald and Times the regimental 
commander expressed the thanks of the men of the regi- 
ment, and their appreciation of the most gracious response 
to the call of the women of El Paso.” 

The Friends of Childhood, an international non-sec- 
tarian society which has its headquarters at 981 Madi- 
son avenue, New York city, is making an appeal for 
funds to enlarge its work so that it can be of service to 
our forces abroad. The founder of the society, Caroline 
Dawes Appleton, wife of Lieut. Daniel S. Appleton, 22d 
U.S. Inf.. U.S.A., signs an appeal to the public, which 
says: “Our American soldiers, sailors and ambulance 
corps are about to play a heroic part in the great Euro- 
pean struggle. Large-souled men and women who have 
generously co-operated with the Friends of Childhood 
work in providing for homeless children and young 
mothers with tiny babes, now express the wish to help 
in our present undertaking to provide homelike headquar- 
ters in Paris for our soldiers, sailors and others engaged 
in this world conflict. American corn beef hash, hot 
waffles with maple syrup, corn pone and other nourishing 
home made dishes served free of charge to our war-worn 
men during any brief stay in Paris, on leave or otherwise, 
will hearten them up with new hope, courage and con- 
fidence in American hospitality and protection. We shall 
ask our soldier and sailor guests to register their names 
and home addresses and shall send as frequent bulletins 
as possible to their families and to the press. Ten dol- 
lars will serve a homelike meal in a homelike place to a 
dozen or more homesick boys temporarily in Paris. Please 
help as generously as possible.” 
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DR. STOKES’S REPORT ON DRUG HABIT CURE. 


The Board of Inebricty of New York city made pub- 
lic recently the report of Med. Dir. Charles F. Stokes, 
U.S.N., retired, former Surgeon General of the U.S. 
Navy, on his experience in the treating of inebriates at 
the New York city farm colony in Orange county, N.Y. 
Dr. Stokes reported a new treatment for the drug habit, 
which consists essentially in sudden withdrawal of the 
drug without suffering by the patient. The withdrawal 
is madé once and for all, and Dr. Stokes has perfected a 
special treatment which prevents the ill effects and ter- 
rible suffering usually experienced by drug addicts when 
their supply of narcoties is cut off. 

_Dr. Stokes’s report recites that there are 2,000,000 
victims of the drug habit in the United States. He says: 
“Existing national stress and the passage of the Army 
law embodying conscription’ have prompted the writer to 
present this incomplete report in the hope that drug 
addiction may be lifted out of the vale of empiricism 
and confusion, so that the problem can be dealt with on 
sound scientific lines.” Dr. Stokes said that more than 
ninety per cent. of the drug addicts studied had no 
criminal record and he voiced the belief that the use of 
the new treatment would give the United States a force 
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of great strength fit to work behind the lines in the war. 

After describing the technique of his treatment, Dr. 
Stokes said: “There have been no untoward symptoms 
in any cases in this series. It is interesting to observe,” 
he continues, “the types of minds uncovered in this way. 
The common type of mind is that of an older child, a 
mind neither hardened nor matured. The physical dam- 
age is soon corrected in these cases. The readjustments 
in the nervous system take a longer time. By robbing 
the condition of much of the dread of suffering, this plan 
of treatment appeals to addicts and they soon realize that 
convalescence begins at once instead of being dragged 
out unduly through gradual reduction and other methods, 
that supplant one poison with another. Sufficient time 
has not elapsed to make any definite predictions as to 
permanency of freedom from addiction ; still, the outlook 
is most promising. 

“Heroin should be abolished. We found that this drug 
was used in over ninety per cent. of the cases seen by us. 
Heroin can be completely done away with without adding 
to the sulfering of the sick, or harming them. In fact, 
the United States Public Health Service, in view of the 
drug evil, has discarded heroin completely, and will take 
steps to have legislative measures enacted that will fur- 
ther meet this distressing situation.” 

Dr. Stokes was employed by the city to study the in- 
mates of the farm in the search for a new treatment. He 
enjoys a reputation as the man who as Surgeon General 
did much to root drug addiction and the excessive use of 
alcoholic drink out of the Navy. 
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DEAFNESS OF SOLDIERS. 


Through Capt. A. N. Wood, U.S.N., who speaks highly 
of her character and work, we receive a leaflet sent 
by Miss Louise I. Morgenstern, principal of The Man- 
hattan School for the Hard of Hearing, New York city, 
based on an article to appear in the July Volta Review, 
which concerns “Deafness of Soldiers.” The Volta Re- 
view is issued by the American Association to Promote 
the Teaching of Speech to the Deaf. Its article says in 
part: 

“Reports from war hospitals show that many soldiers 
suffer from deafness following the shock from high ex- 
plosives, as well as from direct injuries and exposure ; 
and though no enormous number lose all hearing, yet 
there are many whose hearing in one or both ears is 
seriously and perhaps permanently, impaired. The na- 
tion’s defender who returns with a visible injury will 
find associations ready to aid him. But he who returns 
with total loss of hearing may be far more heavily inca- 
pacitated for earning a fair wage, even though there is 
no outward indication of the injury. The deaf soldier 
rarely receives the thoughtful considerations so eagerly 
extended to those whose deprivation appears greater be- 
cause visible to-all. 

“The surest and the quickest way to restore these 
hard-of-hearing persons to their normal place in any line 
of human endeavor is to aid them to learn to read the 
lips as rapidly as possible. There are organizations for 
supplying artificial arms and legs, and organizations to 
give the blind instruction. Why not have organizations 
prepared and equipped to supply the deafened soldier, 
sailor, or marine who can no longer hear speech with an 
ability to see and read speech as it falls from the lips of 
all with whom he converses, to the end that he, too, may 
be able to support himself. The teaching of lip-reading 
is a profession promising beneficial results that justify 
educated hard-of-hearing women who possess the faculty 
of imparting information to others in taking the normal 
training course that will enable them to become profi- 
cient teachers of lip-reading. The Volta Bureau, 1601 
Thirty-fifth street, Washington, D.C., will send free lit- 
erature to all who are inclined to engage in this patriotic 
service. It does not teach lip-reading, has no medical 





advice to give or instruments to sell, but it will send the 
names of the nearest teachers qualified to give instruc- 
tions, and it will assist in the formation of local associa- 
tions or of a national association to teach lip-reading to 
deaf soldiers.” 

CLEVER SALVAGE BY ITALIAN NAVY. 

An expert piece of salvage work was performed by the 
Italian navy in raising the German mine-laying sub- 
marine U-C-12, which was sunk at Cattaro by striking a 
mine in December, 1915. It is presumed the mine was 
one of a number the submarine had planted herself. The 
U-C-12 was raised from a depth of nearly one hundred 
feet, was completely repaired, and is now in the service 
of the Italian navy. The Engineer, of London, in a May 
issue, interestingly describes the salvage operations 
and publishes ten photographs of them. They show the 
U-C-12 battered, torn and broken in two parts when 
raised; the progress of repairs, and as she looked when 
the repairs were completed. 

After the submarine was raised the bodies of fourteen 
of her crew were found as well as her log and other 
documents. From these the fact was established that 
this submarine had been guilty of laying mines in Italian 
waters before the declaration of war by Germany. A 
machine gun was also recovered practically intact. The 
midship section of the boat had to be entirely rebuilt. 
Care was taken in the work, as far as possible, to pre- 
serve the original features of design. 

According to her log the U-C-12 was one of the first 
two mine-laying submarines which Germany placed at 
the disposal of Austria-Hungary for the war against 
Italy. She was built at Bremen and was launched in 
May, 1915. All her internal fittings are stamped with 
the name of Siemens-Schuckert. She was dismantled a 
few days after her launch, divided into four sections and 
placed on a train for Pola with her commander and crew, 
arriving on June 24, 1915. She was reassembled in four 
days and was placed in the water ready for work. She 
was laying mines on July 25 near the Italian naval base. 
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A new card that is now appearing on many houses 
throughout the United States has been prepared for dis- 
tribution by the U.S. Marines. It has been designed 
to replace cards, formerly distributed by that organiza- 
tion, that read: “A man from this house is serving in 
the United States Marine Corps.’”’ The new announce- 
ment, printed in white and blue letters on a fac-simile of 
the French tricolor, bears the simple but more impres- 
sive legend: “A man from this house is fighting in 
France with United States Marines.” 
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What to send to soldiers in service in France for their 
personal use is thus summed up by a correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post who was at the front when he 
wrote the letter from which we quote. “I suggest, he 
says, “a thing or two to give to troops. I know 
I have found most useful a safety razor that can be 
sharpened, and a trench glass, made of polished steel, 
measuring about four and one-half inches, so that it is 
small enough to fit in one’s tunic pockets. Next a tin 
(or, better still, aluminum) soap dish—my soap, put into 
my pack, used to spread itself in lavish quantities all 
over my kit. I was in despair until I succeeded in 
having a soap dish sent to me. (The edges and corners, 
by the way, should be round.) And _carbolic soap is 
best. When you have to wash in a little bit of water in 
which twenty or thirty men have washed you will ap- 
preciate the peculiar qualities of carbolic soap. English 
troops smoke Virginia cigarettes. Turkish or Egyptian 


tobacco is not procurable. The French smoke a horrible 
fag, and the result is that our troops have their cigarettes 
sent from home to* supplement those issued by the army. 
. . . By the way, add to the list of a soldier’s necessaries 
a box of something that will frighten away the unin- 
vited guests who come to the lodgings with us. One 
can’t escape them.” ‘To this excellent advice we would 
add: Do your “trench shopping” early and often! 
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Rajor F. H. Pope, Cav., U.S.A., on duty at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, has prepared a valuable pamphlet is- 
sued from the headquarters motor truck group, Fort Sam 
Houston, giving notes on the organization and opera- 
tion of a motor truck company. “These notes,” says 
Major Pope, “are primarily intended for the use of offi- 
cers detailed to organize and command motor truck com- 
panies, and who have had no previous experience there- 
with. They are also intended, however, to indicate a 
uniform method of operating truck companies, so that 
their work may be rendered more certain and efficient. 
No claim is made as to the completeness of these notes, 
as they were hurriedly written in the pressure of other 
business. It is hoped, however, that they will be of 
value in the use for which intended.” Among the sub- 
jects covered in the pamphlet of sixty-seven pages are 
composition of a motor truck company, organization, 
records, list of blank forms, operation, upkeep and _ in- 
spection, routine, tactical formations, visual and whistle 
signals, camp and bivouac, road and route marching, spe- 
cial measures for a truck company with civilian person- 
nel, how to organize a motor truck company, notes on 
work at depot and transporting supplies, useful truck 
data and forms for orders and instructions. 
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The Army transport Thomas arrived at Guam on 
May 29 last, escorted by the Galveston. The Galves- 
ton brought an expert diver from Manila, Gun. Mate 
2d Class J. R. Kelley, and a complete deep sea diving 
outfit. A diving crew was organized by Boatswain Mc- 
Meekin, of the Supply, and the operations began June 
4 on the sunken German cruisér Cormoran, blown up 
by her officers. She was found to be lying in about 130 
feet of water on her starboard side. The diver reports 
that the stem of the vessel is buried about ten feet in 
the sand, and all her starboard rail, from bow to bridge, 
was under sand. All rigging has broken loose, and the 
foremast is sticking in the sand. Just forward of the 
bridge the deck is splintered and broken. While diver was 
down he made a 4-inch manila line fast to the stern of 
motor boat, cleared all the gear that was around it, and 
she was hauled to the surface in good conditicn. Another 
boat was secured from the Cormoran up to May 10, also 
her ensign, one anchor and thirty fathoms of chain. 
Guns and other equipment will be recovered later. 
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“Wasn't it of Kitchener's troops that the Kaiser spoke 
as a contemptible little army?” says the Canadian Mili- 
tary Gazette.
